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Hal Call 
dies at 83

H arold Leland Call, philan¬ 
thropist, businessman, and a 
founder of the San Francisco 
chapter of the Mattachine Society in 
1954, died in his San Francisco Pine 
Street home last Thursday, December 
14. He was 83. 

“Hal Call was a very influential in¬ 
dividual in terms of the modern gay 
rights movement,” said James T. Sears, 
Ph.D., author of the upcoming au¬ 
thorized biography, Calling Shots: The 
Life of Times of Hal Call, Male Erotica, 
and the Gay Movement > to be pub¬ 
lished by Hawthorn Press in late 2001.. 
“He was also sadly under-appreciated 
and ill-understood.” 

“On one level, he came out of that 
conservative movement of the ‘ho- 
mophile,”’ Sears told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “On the other hand, Call also 
reflects that Dionysian spirit of sex' 
and sexuality.” . - _ . < ; ^ 

Born September .20, 1917, and 
raised in rural Grurxb ' ' ; 

souri. Call went to the University of 
Missouri School of Journalism on a 
scholarship in 1935. His formal edu¬ 
cation was interrupted when he 
served 30 months commanding a 
World War II Army infantry battalion 
in combat duty in the Pacific. 

After the war, Call returned to 
journalism school, where he received 
a degree in 1946. By the late 1940s, he 
had developed and sold off an innov¬ 
ative and flourishing regional news¬ 
paper devoted to feature film reviews 
and news. The early 1950s found Call 
in Chicago working as an ad salesman 
for the Kansas City Star. 

“Only when police chased a Chica¬ 
go advertising salesman, Hal Call, out 
of the Windy City in 1952, did San 
Francisco get its first permanent gay 
activist,” wrote the late Randy Shilts in 
his book, The Mayor of Castro Street. 

In an interview with the B.A.R.'s 
Randy Collins in September 1997, 
Call told of a fateful night in August 
1952, when he and three acquain¬ 
tances sat in a parked car near a po¬ 
lice precinct. Call and his pals were ar¬ 
rested and held on lewd conduct 
charges. One of the men couldn’t take 
the heat, Call said, and agreed to point 
the finger at the other three. Once an 
obligatory $800 bribe was paid and 
the case was dismissed, Call and his 
boyfriend Jack Feiertag headed west 
to San Francisco, where he would play 
a major role in transforming the town 
into the gay mecca it is today. 

“Hal Call was one of the early 
leaders of the fledgling post-war gay 
movement,” noted Sears. “The Matta¬ 
chine Society, founded in 1951 by a 
handful of Angelinos led by Harry 
Hay, was the first successful effort in 
organizing homosexuals in the Unit¬ 
ed States. Hal, conservative jn politics 
and demeanor, challenged the Soci¬ 
ety’s secretive structure and commu¬ 
nist-influence leading a ‘palace coup’ 
that replaced the Fifth Order with 
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Serving the gay, lesbian, bisexual, and transgender communities since 1971

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Goodbye to Y2K 

A look back at the year’s highs and lows

I t’s the end of another year, and what a 
year it was. The year 2000 really turned 
out to be quite remarkable in spite of 
hyped-up expectations that no other oc¬ 
currence could possibly 
fulfill. Technically, last 
year wasn’t yet the be¬ 
ginning of the new cen¬ 
tury, but it sure seemed 
that way, from Y2K para¬ 
noia and the eerie way 
many people stayed 
home on New Year’s Eve, 
to the over-use of the 
word “millennium” for 
events, albums, and 
linen sales. 

On the news front 
for the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender 
community, there was 
rarely a dull day; people 
fought against regres¬ 
sive policies and 
cheered simultaneous 
advancements, they 
pushed issues like AIDS 
and gender inclusion to 
the national forefront, 
started families, and 
lost some heroes along 
the way.

January 

The year began with both tragedy and 
progress. On New Year’s Day, the community 
lost Dick Pabich, a longtime activist, to 
AIDS-related complications. Pabich, a politi¬ 
cal strategist, was the architect of many cam¬ 
paigns over the decades to fight homophobia 
and AIDS and to elect openly gay people to 
office. He began his ca¬ 
reer in the 1970s when he 
walked into Harvey 
Milk’s camera shop in the 
Castro and volunteered 
for Milk’s state Assembly 
campaign; later, as Milk’s 
supervisorial aide at City 
Hall, the pair became 
known for their joint ef¬ 
forts to establish gay 
power throughout San 
Francisco. In the 1980s, 
Pabich fought against ef¬ 
forts to quarantine peo¬ 
ple with AIDS when hys¬ 
teria was at its worst, and 
more recently, he helped 
to spearhead statewide 
back-to-work legislation 
for people with HIV, leg¬ 
islation that took effect 
on the day he died. After 
years of dealing with his 
own illness, Pabich died 
at a hospital in San Fran¬ 
cisco. He was 44. 

At the same time, the 


state of California saw its new domestic 
partnership law take effect, a long overdue 
piece of legislation that was finally champi¬ 
oned by Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco). As it stands, the legisla¬ 
tion provides same-sex couples and hetero¬ 
sexual couples over the age of 62 with a reg¬ 
istry, automatic hospital visitation rights, and 
health insurance for domestic partners of 
state employees. More benefits are expected

Help DSCS programs this holiday season

H elping others during the 
holidays can encompass 
many things, and one local 
nonprofit organization wants 
people to know that their clients 
could use some holiday gifts. 

Dolores Street Community 
Services, which operates a home¬ 
less shelter for working poor Lati¬ 
no men, the Richard M. Cohen 
Residence for people living with 
AIDS, and a community center 
that serves residents in the Mis¬ 
sion and Castro neighborhoods, 
put out the call for help during 
this holiday season. 

The Dolores Housing Program 
run by DSCS is San Francisco’s 
only provider of emergency food 
and shelter services targeting Lati¬ 
no men. Amilcar Mayen, director 
of the shelter, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the shelter is cur¬ 
rently at full capacity with 120 
clients. The men have jobs, but 
don’t earn enough money to af¬ 
ford housing in the city’s red-hot 
real estate market. 

The shelter began in 1982 as a 
sanctuary for Central American 
refugees. Clients are provided job 
preparedness training and refer¬ 
rals for clothing, employment re¬ 
sources, legal services, education¬ 
al opportunities, and permanent 
housing. The program provides its 
clients with a home base where 
they feel welcomed and part of a 
community. Clients may stay up 
to 90 days within a year, Mayen 
explained. 

The Richard M. Cohen Resi¬ 
dence, added DSCS Executive Di¬ 
rector Bob Nelson, is the city’s 


only state-licensed supportive 
housing facility for people with 
AIDS in a non-institutional set¬ 
ting. The residence is a 10-bed, 24- 
hour care facility for homeless 
men and women with disabling 
HIV or AIDS. The home is named 
in memory of a San Francisco res¬ 
ident who died of AIDS-related 
complications in 1991 and whose 
estate provided a significant por¬ 
tion of the funds needed to reno¬ 
vate the buildings. 

Nelson and Mayen said that in¬ 
terested people can share some joy 
not only during the holiday season, 
but throughout the year as both fa¬ 
cilities have volunteer opportuni¬ 
ties. Specific volunteer needs in¬ 
clude a transportation volunteer to 
drive a van to the food bank and 
Safeway one day per week in the af¬ 
ternoon, and a cook who can vol¬ 


unteer one to two days a week. 

For the holidays, however, 
DSCS clients could use several 
items, including personal hygiene 
supplies such as towels, deodor¬ 
ant, disposable razors, soap, and 
toothpaste. The agency could also 
use bus tokens for its clients. 

DSCS itself is in need of items 
for its programs, and has some list¬ 
ed on its “wish list” at 
www.dscs.org. These larger items 
include a camera, camcorder, small 
ice maker, hot/cold water dis¬ 
pensers, and a Pentium class PC- 
compatible personal computer.

S an Francisco’s most popular 
dance club, Ten 15 Folsom, is 
reopening this weekend after 
having had its license suspended 
for two weeks under a settlement 
reached between city officials and 
the state Alcohol Beverage Control. 

ABC’s district administrator, 
Michael Mann, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the shutdown was 
agreed to by the club to settle the 
allegation by the ABC that the 
business was being run in a “disor¬ 
derly fashion.” Mann said the alle¬ 
gation arose from the high num¬ 
ber of calls for police assistance 
made by the club. 

Ten 15 first reached an agree¬ 
ment with city officials last May to 
shut down for a two-week period. 
The club was allowed to serve both 
suspensions concurrently. Ten 15’s 
attorney, Joe Wood, told the B.A.R. 
that the club is being renovated 
during the closure. 

As part of the agreement 
reached with the city, Ten 15 
agreed to a series of tough new se¬ 
curity measures. The club now 
searches everyone who enters and 
has agreed to arrest and detain for 
police anyone found in possession 
of drugs. 

Public defense attorney Sujung 
Kim challenged the policy on con¬ 
stitutional grounds. She argued 
that the agreement made the club 
security officers de facto police 
and subject to the Fourth Amend¬ 
ment protections against unwar¬ 
ranted searches by government 
agents. Kim had hoped to use that 
defense for two of her clients who 
were arrested at Ten 15 last spring. 
But last month, Superior Court 
Judge Mary Morgan ruled that the 
questions over constitutionality 
were irrelevant because the search¬ 
es of Kim’s clients were valid and 
warranted regardless of whether 
the club’s security officers were de 
facto police. 

Ten 15 hosts the wildly popular 
gay circuit party, Mass, once a 
month but is straight the rest of 
the time. The suspension will not 
affect the next Mass party sched¬ 
uled for New Year’s Day. 

Ten 15 was once home to the 
then-weekly gay dance club, 
Colossus. That venue earned it a 
regrettable footnote in gay history 
as the place where designer Gianni 
Versace is believed to have met se¬ 
rial killer Andrew Cunanan in 
1990, seven years before Cunanan 
gunned Versace down on the steps 
of his Miami Beach mansion. ▼

floor. The robber grabbed anoth¬ 
er employee and dragged her over 
to the register, repeating his de¬ 
mand. The clerk opened the draw¬ 
er and the gunman grabbed $500 
in large bills and ran out the door. 

A short time later, employees at 
the Chevron gas station on the 
corner of Castro and Market 
called 911 to report an at¬ 
tempted car jacking. The 
suspect, who fit the de¬ 
scription of the robber 
at Walgreens, forcibly 
got into the back seat 
of a car parked at the 
gas pumps. The in¬ 
truder, who was 
holding a silver 
handgun and a 
fistful of cash, told 
the driver he would pay him to 
drive him somewhere. 

Hearing the sirens of a police 
cruiser responding to a robbery at 
Walgreens, the gunman ducked 
down in the seat, allowing the dri¬ 
ver and his passengers to jump out 
of the vehicle. The suspect, de¬ 
scribed as an African American 
male, 25-30 years old, 5 feet 7 
inches tall, weighing 180 pounds, 
wearing a black stocking cap, blue 
over dark blue jacket, and black 
pants, was last seen fleeing on foot 


easthound on Market Street. Po¬ 
lice were unable to locate him. 

Candy man 

100 block of Collingwood, De¬ 
cember 14,4p.m.: While on the pay 
phone near 18th and Collingwood, 
a man was approached by another 
man who threatened, “You crack 
whore faggot junkie, I’m going to 
kill you.” The suspect left the area 
and the victim called police. 

Due to numerous prior con¬ 
tacts with the suspect, police knew 
where to find him and they went 
to his residence on the 100 block 
of Collingwood. A 16-year-old 
boy opened the door and officers 
found the suspect in the bedroom 
stuffing a bag of suspected 
methamphetamine into his pock¬ 
et. Another minor was in the bed¬ 
room with the suspect, and a 
search of the apartment revealed 
drug paraphernalia, more bags of 
suspected speed, and $60 in cash. 

The 36-year-old man was 
taken into custody and booked for 
terrorist threats, contributing to 
the delinquency of minors, proba¬ 
tion violation, and numerous 
drug charges. The two minors 
were taken to the Youth Guidance 
Center and released to their par¬ 
ents. ▼ 


Davis acts to cancel 
Rosenkrantz bail hearing

G overnor Gray Davis once 
again pulled the plug on the 
parole hopes of gay prisoner 
Robert Rosenkrantz. 

Acting on a last-ditch appeal 
from Davis, the 2nd District 
Court of Appeals in Los Angeles 
canceled a December 15 hearing 
that would have likely resulted in 
an order to free Rosenkrantz on 
bail. The court also canceled a 
January 18 hearing that could 
have permanently freed 
Rosenkrantz on parole. 

The appeals court issued its 
ruling on December 14, on the eve 
of the bail hearing, in response to 
a request from Davis to stop the 
hearing and remove Los Angles 
County Superior Court Judge 
Kathryne Ann Stoltz from hearing 
the case. 

After canceling both hearings, 
the Court of Appeals scheduled a 
February 20 proceeding to hear 
arguments over whether to re¬ 
move Stoltz from the case. The 


state has been trying to get Stoltz 
taken off the case because she’s 
ruled that Rosenkrantz has been 
unfairly denied parole and should 
be released. 

The Court of Appeals itself has 
sent mixed messages on the 
Rosenkrantz case. Last April, the 
three-judge panel strongly en¬ 
dorsed Stoltz’s opinion and re¬ 
buked the Board of Prison Terms 
for not releasing him sooner. How¬ 
ever, last September, the court 
granted the state a stay of release 
just seconds before Rosenkrantz 
would have walked free for the first 
time since he was first arrested for 
killing his basher 15 years ago. 

Davis once vowed to block the 
parole of all convicted murderers 
but he recently approved the pa¬ 
role of Rose Ann Parker, a San 
Bernardino County woman who 
killed her abusive boyfriend in 
1985. Parker was released earlier 
this month. The governor has 
blocked the parole of more than 
30 other convicted killers. He’s ve¬ 
toed Rosenkrantz’s court-ordered 
parole twice. T

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Mission art work defaced 
with anti-gay messages

F or many San Franciscans in¬ 
volved in progressive ac¬ 
tivism, the billboard space at 
the corner of 24th and Bryant 
streets has offered a refreshing 
artistic take on current issues. 
Months ago, we smiled when we 
happened upon the “Evicted and 
Exiled” temporary mural that 
looked like an advertisement for U- 
Haul but warned instead against 
displacement. Soon after, “One Last 
Mexican American Found in the 
Mission” was a satirical news head¬ 
line meant to draw attention to the 
victims of rapid gentrification. And 
last month, the public space hosted 
“Heaven,” a beautiful portrait that 
made a statement against oppres¬ 
sive religion while celebrating the 
love between two women. 

But not everyone is apprecia¬ 
tive of the political art that hangs 
for all to see; in the last few 
months both “One Last Mexican” 
and “Heaven” have been the tar¬ 
gets of anonymous anti-gay van¬ 
dalism that Galeria De La Raza, 
the organization sponsoring the 
murals, has condemned as 
counter-productive to the murals’ 
very messages. 

“These actions can only exacer¬ 
bate the racism, sexism, and ho¬ 
mophobia that justify hate vio¬ 
lence,” said a statement issued De¬ 
cember 13. “Galeria is dedicated to 
providing a space for art work that 


challenges our community in pro¬ 
ductive and beneficial ways ... 
when hate violence is directed at 
our cultural institutions, at our di¬ 
verse communities and at artists’ 
freedom of expression, the entire 
community suffers a loss. Panic 
politics and cultural terrorism pre¬ 
vent us from facing the true prob¬ 
lems we have in our communities.” 

The vandalism and anti-gay 
messages unfolded, according to 
Jaime Cortez, program director of 


Galeria d®4a Raza, as follows: 

In October, “One Last Mexi¬ 
can” was defaced with the word, 
“faggot,” and “we just covered it 
up with white paint,” said Cortez. 

But a couple of days later, 
much larger graffiti appeared, this 
time with a longer message more 
suitable to conversation than wall 
scribblings. 

“Why do you omit the faggot 
factor?” the graffiti asked. “The 


rainbow belongs to everyone, not 
just a few assholes.” 

Asked if this vandalism im¬ 
plied that queers are encouraging 
Latino displacement in the Mis¬ 
sion, Cortez said he was not sure. 

“At first, the word ‘faggot’ ap¬ 
peared above Mayor Willie 
Brown’s face, which was depicted 
in the mural. Then, when the new 
graffiti appeared, it was just hard 
to figure out what the angle was.” 

It came as no surprise to 


Cortez and others that “Heaven” 
was defaced in a similar way on 
December 1, with “Colored imita¬ 
tors of white man’s infatuations 
with its own genitals” scrawled 
across the lesbian-themed picture, 
followed by “Mesmerism that dis¬ 
tracts us from real issues like 
world hunger.” 

While it is obvious that this 
vandal is “highly focused,” accord¬ 
ing to Cortez, and not just ran¬ 


domly interested in anti-gay slurs, 
the real concerns for Galeria de la 
Raza were the follow-up threats, 
including a bb gun shot through 
the window of its gift store on the 
same corner and a succession of 
violent e-mails sent to a lesbian on 
Galeria’s staff. The e-mails were 
signed by an alleged religious 
group that warned, “‘Watch your 
back, you won’t see us coming,”’ 
according to Cortez. “That’s when 
we decided to go public.” 

Police are investigating the e- 
mails, but what’s most important 
for Galeria is to take a public 
stand and announce that the 
group will not be intimidated, si¬ 
lenced, or censored. 

“We are open to discussing 
community concerns,” said 
Cortez, “But that needs to de done 
with real dialogue, not anony¬ 
mous attacks.” 

The incidents of the past cou¬ 
ple months resemble attacks that 
occurred at Galeria’s gift shop in 
1997; in September of that year, 
vandals threw rocks through a 
window that prominently dis¬ 
played Latino heroes Che Guevara 
and Cesar Chavez about to em¬ 
brace in a kiss. 

Galeria de la Raza, through its 
public murals and its gift shop 
Studio 24, is dedicated to promot¬ 
ing the work of primarily Latino 
artists with pertinent social mes¬ 
sages. Anyone with information

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On the naughty list 


L ast year at this time, we told readers 
about the historic decision by the Ver¬ 
mont Supreme Court that same-sex 
couples must be granted the same benefits 
and protections as people in heterosexual 
marriages. That ruling paved the way for the 
Vermont Legislature to approve its land¬ 
mark civil unions law, which the governor 
signed and which went into effect in July. 
Despite a concerted effort by conservatives, 
Governor Howard Dean was re-elected last 
month, having survived the political fallout 
from signing the civil unions legislation. 

This year, of course, we don’t have any¬ 
thing of that magnitude to celebrate; in¬ 
deed, we are less than pleased with this 
year’s presidential outcome and the 
prospect of George W. Bush becoming the 
nation’s 43rd president next month. While 
he spoke last week about wanting to include 
all Americans in his policies, the president¬ 
elect failed to mention gays and lesbians in 
his list of minority groups; that certainly 
didn’t surprise us, and only makes us more 
wary of the incoming Bush administration. 

Closer to home, of course, the situation 
is different: what with last week’s surprise 
results in the runoff elections for several 
seats on the San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors. Clearly, voters - at least the 30 per¬ 
cent or so who bothered to go to the polls - 
were sending a message to Mayor Willie 
Brown that they are less than satisfied with 
his leadership, particularly as the first year 
of his second term is coming to a close. It 
will be interesting to see how the new board 
deals with a variety of issues affecting the 
city, while simultaneously working to keep 
residents in their respective districts happy. 
It won’t be an easy juggling act. 

It concerns us that the new board will 
only have one woman and no lesbian repre¬ 
sentation, and that the number of gay su¬ 
pervisors has dropped to two from its cur¬ 
rent three (which includes one lesbian). But 
it should be noted that the progressive men 
who won have pledged representation for 
all; we expect them to honor that commit¬ 
ment. 

Soon after last week’s election, Mayor 
Brown told a daily newspaper that it was the 
media’s fault that his endorsed candidates 
did so poorly at the polls. That assessment, 
of course, is hardly accurate, and one has 
only to look at how the mayor often oper¬ 
ates to see that city voters have had enough. 


The media didn’t fire Planning Commis¬ 
sioner Dennis Antenore; Mayor Brown did. 
The media didn’t approve large-scale devel¬ 
opments; Mayor Brown’s handpicked Plan¬ 
ning Commission did. The media didn’t 
evict an elderly woman and her disabled gay 
son in District 11; Supervisor Amos Brown, 
a close ally of Mayor Brown, did. The 
media didn’t ask some candidates 
to move into a district to run 
(District 6 being a prime exam- , 
pie); the mayor did. 

The media didn’t refer to some 
candidates as “crazies,” that would 
be the mayor who uttered those words 
at his State of the City address just be¬ 
fore the November election. 

Does the media have a respon¬ 
sibility to report on that? You 
bet. 

Another example of how the mayor has 
lost touch with the city and the gay com¬ 
munity is his decision to hold next month’s 
HIV consensus meeting in private. The 
meeting, at which various public health and 
medical experts will attempt to come up 
with an accurate estimate of annual HIV in¬ 


fections in the city, is being closed to the 
public apparently because the powers that 
be are afraid of potential disruptions by 
local dissidents. So, in other words, they are 
scared of five or six people who yell a lot. 
While we don’t agree with these AIDS de- 
nialists, we find it irresponsible for the 
mayor to hold such an important meeting 
behind closed doors. After all, it was his 
Department of Public Health which 
sensationalized the so-called “surge” 
in HIV rates in the city earlier this 
year, and since then has done little 
publicly to explain its reasoning. A 
public airing of the methods used to 
determine the HIV rates in the city 
would go a long way toward 
educating the community, and 
that’s what DPH and others 
continually say is needed. 

Our holiday wish is for the mayor and 
his AIDS policy adviser to reconsider their 
decision to close next month’s meeting. The 
future of the city’s HIV policies and related 
funding is too important to the communi¬ 
ty to have them deprived of attending the 
meeting if they choose to do so. ▼ 
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Nader is important to LGBTs

N ow that the hysteria has died down 
surrounding the presidential election 
and the nation braces itself for four 
years of Republican (barely) rule, I think it 
is important for the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender community to assess what, 
if any, gains we made this election season. 
The Democratic Party-controlled gay lead¬ 
ership, from the Human Rights Campaign 
(which endorsed Gore without extracting 
any pro-gay concessions) to the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force will say that all 
is lost because A1 Gore lost. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. In fact, in my 
opinion, the leverage of the LGBT commu¬ 
nity may in fact be significantly enhanced 
by the Democratic Party’s failure. 

While that may seem like sacrilege to the 
lesbian and gay establishment, the fact is 
that Ralph Nader’s significant showing in 
this year’s presidential race is one of the 
most important outcomes of the 2000 pres¬ 
idential campaign. For eight years now, as 
the founding national secretary of the Re¬ 
form Party (America’s largest third party 
until Pat Buchanan destroyed it this year) I 
have been arguing that the independent 
movement must include the LGBT commu¬ 
nity. While I disagreed with the Nader cam¬ 
paign’s unwillingness to significantly reach 
out to the “radical white center” (those Ross 
Perot and Jesse Ventura voters who are 
strong social libertarians), the fact is that 
Ralph Nader did have the guts to “come 
out” on issues of concern to our communi¬ 


ty. Within his overarching message of “po¬ 
litical reform,” Ralph Nader sent a welcom¬ 
ing message that independent politics was 
open to the LGBT community. That has 
been the statement I’ve been conveying for 
more than a decade, and I feel tremendous¬ 
ly gratified that Nader embraced that per¬ 
spective. But this is just the beginning. 

I recently spoke at NGLTF’s Creating 
Change conference in Atlanta. The 
workshop on third parties was over¬ 
flowing with LGBT activists from 
across the country who voted for 
Ralph Nader. The White House dis¬ 
patched its lesbian and gay liaison 
(Julian Potter) to launch an attack 
on Nader, saying that Nader’s 
claims that Bush and Gore 
were virtually the same 
was confusing to Ameri¬ 
can (and LGBT) voters. 

Leaving aside the not-so-subtle assumption 
that lesbian and gay voters are stupid (since 
the position articulated by the gay leadership 
is that a simple statement of opinion by one 
of the candidates can “confuse” us), the fact 
is no one was confused at all. The reason that 
most Americans didn’t vote, and more than 
2.5 million of them voted for Nader is be¬ 
cause they agree with Nader’s position that 
the two parties are becoming increasingly 
the same and there was no real difference be¬ 
tween Bush and Gore. That’s why since 1992, 
more than 30 million people have voted in¬ 
dependent in presidential elections. 

Americans (and LGBT voters), want more 
choices. That’s why more than 30 percent of 
gay Americans have shunned the major par¬ 


ties and are registered independent. Neither 
the Democrats nor the Republicans are of¬ 
fering concrete solutions to the problems fac¬ 
ing our nation. Controlled by corporate big 
money and corrupt special interests, they 
have sold out principle for the almighty dol¬ 
lar long ago - perverting any sense of public 
policy in the process. But the growth of third 
parties in America, most particularly the 
Greens and Nader’s presidential campaign 
this season, are the most important political 
tool the LGBT community has that can stem 
the ongoing political losses our 
community has experienced. 
From the Defense of Marriage 
Act to “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” the 
last eight years will not go down 
in history as victory years 
for our community. We 
have the Democrats to 
thank for that. But more 
importantly, in the next election the Demo¬ 
cratic Party establishment (and gay leaders 
who work for them) will be running very 
scared. Another Nader run, or perhaps a 
presidential run by pro-gay Minnesota Gov¬ 
ernor Jesse Ventura may further erode their 
stranglehold on gay politics, the gay estab¬ 
lishment and most importantly, on lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender Voters. ▼

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Credibility lacking now 

Congratulations to the Alice B. Toklas Club on the 
outcome of its “lavender wave” ruse to elect machine- 
friendly candidates to the Board of Supervisors. De¬ 
spite channeling tens of thousands of dollars in soft 
money from downtown interests and big developers to 
anti-progressive candidates, the club failed to get most 
of its endorsees elected. Truly, Alice has no actual cred¬ 
ibility in this community, and this last election shows it. 

Now watch Alice moan about how these district 
elections brought less diversity to the board. Watch 
Alice complain that there are too many white straight 
men, fewer queers, almost no women, and no lesbians 
at all on the current board. It won’t be long before 
Alice uses this information to conveniently argue that 
district elections are to blame. 

In truth, Alice itself bears a large responsibility for 
the lack of diversity on the current board. Instead of 
backing solid community-based GLBT candidates, it 
chose to bankroll hollow machine candidates who ran 
against the neighborhoods they were supposed to rep¬ 
resent. By setting up weak machine-backed queer can¬ 
didates against stronger community-based candidates, 
Alice’s “lavender wave” virtually ensured there would 
be less representation of our community on the board. 

In District 6, for example, Alice could have backed 
Hank Wilson, who has been active in the community 
for over 20 years, or Denise D’Anne, a transgendered 
candidate. Instead, Alice threw over $80,000 at Chris 
Dittenhafer, a shell of a candidate who moved to the 
district just this year at Mayor Brown’s urg¬ 
ing. The result was a lopsided 82-18 percent 
victory for Chris Daly, a solid progressive 
candidate. If Alice was truly concerned 
about diversity, they would have backed a 
GLBT (and/or female, and/or ethnic) can¬ 
didate who truly represented the district. 

If Alice was concerned at all with the dis¬ 
trict itself, they might have even backed 
Mr. Daly, who is a (gasp) white straight 
male, but who has nevertheless shown an understand¬ 
ing and caring for all residents of that district. 

By selling the name “GLBT” to the highest bidder, 
Alice continues to betray queers who live in this city. 
Instead of backing solid GLBT candidates we can be 
proud of, Alice instead trots out embarrassments 
whose only virtue is that they are queer. Indeed, Alice 
bears more allegiance to downtown interests than to 
queers trying to get by in this increasingly gentrified 
city. Alice’s only true purpose, really, is to marshal the 
potent GLBT vote into the service of those who con¬ 
tribute soft money into its coffers. It’s nice to see that, 
despite all their money, their efforts in this election 
have achieved virtually nothing.

Tired of the same old line 

I find the letter from the two Alice co-chairs in the 
last B.A.R. to be as disingenuous as ever, although there 
was a wistfulness to it I’ve never seen before, as though 
the growing opposition to their club was hurting thdr 
feelings. Or maybe I’m imagining that. In either case, I 
still find it tiresome that they are hewing to the same 
old line: “We know best, we represent queers, and our 
opponents are childish losers.” It kind of sounds like 
Gingrich at his finest, but it’s simply not true. 

The last three mayoral elections have amply 
demonstrated that Alice is out of step with the LGBT 
community. No problem there. Alice does represent a 
real part of the LGBT community, probably a core 20- 
25 .percent, based on mayoral election returns, and 
their voice is a vital and valuable part of our collec¬ 
tive voice. But there is a problem with their continued 
put-downs of the rest of the community. If you want 
examples of “vindictiveness and spite” I think Carole 
Migden’s comments on Roberta Achtenberg or Tom 
Ammiano would provide your best evidence in recent 
political life. She can always be relied on for a dig 
against LGBT candidates who are not Alice members. 

In fact, in my observation of SF political life, no 
one has worked harder to keep LGBT people out of 
office than Alice, unless perhaps it’s Willie Brown. 
When opposing LGBT candidates, Alice always sings 
the same song - opposing people from our commu¬ 
nity (like campaign reformer Tony Miller) demon¬ 
strates political maturity. But when it is an Alice Club 
member running for office, the tune changes: then 
they want queer solidarity. Well, take the recent defeat 
of three of the four Alice candidates in this last elec¬ 
tion as demonstration of the maturity of the queer 
community. A lot of us have noticed that if, as you say, 
Migden and Mark Leno have “paved the way,” it’s be¬ 
cause they advanced by trampling on the heads of 
those LGBTs who were in the way. If it weren’t for 
them, we’d be further along the road to equality today.

That’s not vin¬ 
dictiveness, that’s just self-interest. If you are search¬ 
ing for “vocal dissenters to queer power in San Fran¬ 
cisco,” just look in the mirror.

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Diminished high court 
anoints George W. Bush

U n the end it mattered little that 

more than 100 million Ameri- 
I cans voted in the November 7 
presidential election - 350,000 
more of them for Al Gore than 
for George W. Bush, incidental¬ 
ly - because at the end of the day, 
this election was ultimately decid¬ 
ed by five members - a mere ma¬ 
jority - of the nine-member 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

Five conservative 
members, three of whom 
were appointed by 
Ronald Reagan, and the 
other two were ap¬ 
pointed by George 
H.W. Bush, father of 
the president¬ 
elect, handed 
the election to 
Bush. So, is the 
United States Supreme Court, the 
“court of last resort,” above parti¬ 
san politics? Hardly. In the end, 
when push came to shove and all 
the chips were played, it was the 
Republican-controlled 5-4 ruling 
that was as politically-tainted as 
any move that the Florida Repub¬ 
lican Legislature could have ever 
dreamed up. 

Indeed, a couple of days after 
its politically controversial deci¬ 
sion anointing Bush the presiden¬ 
cy, one of the high court’s most 
conservative members, Justice 
Clarence Thomas, himself, of 
course, among the majority in the 
5-4 decision, pleaded with a group 
of high school students, looking 
them squarely in the eye, asking 
them not to believe that the con¬ 
troversial decision was in “any 
way” a political one. Thomas, the 
high court’s only African Ameri¬ 
can justice, boldly told them that 
“I have yet to hear any discussion, 
in nine years, of partisan politics 
among my fellow justices.” 
Thomas added: “I plead with you 
that, whatever you do, don’t try to 
apply the rules of the political 
world to this institution.” 

Justice Thomas is not being 
honest, in my opinion, and he 
knows it. Is it merely a coincidence 
that Thomas’s wife, Virginia, is an 
employee of the Heritage Founda¬ 
tion, a conservative think tank that 
is busily collecting resumes from 
people seeking employment in the 
future Bush administration? 
Could it also be a coincidence that 
another of the pro-Bush justices, 
Antonin Scalia, has an attorney 
son who is a law partner of 
Theodore Olson, the lead attorney 
for Bush and who twice argued be¬ 
fore the Supreme Court on behalf 
of the Texas governor? Still, anoth¬ 
er Scalia son, John, is an attorney 
in the Miami firm that represented 
Bush in the Florida election after- 
math. 

Incidentally, it should be noted 
that while Justice Thomas once re¬ 
cused himself from hearing an ap¬ 
peal challenging the refusal of a 
Virginia military academy to 
admit women because his son was 
a student there, he wasn’t about to 
take himself out of the mix when 
it offered him a chance to cast a 
political vote to help make die son 
of the man who gave him his job 
the next president of the United 
States. Interestingly, Scalia did not 
disclose at any time during the 
two Supreme Court hearings on 
the disputed presidential election 
that he has two sons who work for 
the only two law firms that Bush 


hired during the post-election 
battle both in Florida and in 
Washington. Sour grapes, you say? 
Possibly. I’m the first to admit that 
I was a Gore partisan, but still, this 
election was stolen for Bush, and 
in reality, though they will not say 
so publicly, there are some Repub¬ 
licans who would agree. Yet, one 
has to hand it to the Bush opera¬ 
tives because once it became clear 
that the bumbling team of Flori¬ 
da Governor Jeb Bush and 
his close political ally 
Katherine Harris 

couldn’t quite figure 
out how to deliver 
the Sunshine State to 
brother George, the 
scheme was immedi¬ 
ately shifted to Wash¬ 
ington, D.C.

Politics and people 

Sources close to the Bush tran¬ 
sition team confirm that Okla¬ 
homa Governor Frank Keating 
is on a “short list” for an adminis¬ 
tration spot; that would make Ok¬ 
lahoma’s Republican lieutenant 
governor, Mary Fallin, that state’s 
first woman governor. 

Those in Marin and Sacramen¬ 
to who know former Assembly¬ 
woman Kerry Mazzoni will say 
that her appointment by Gover¬ 
nor Gray Davis to become Cali¬ 
fornia’s next secretary of educa¬ 
tion was one of the governor’s 
better picks. 

Speaking of Governor Davis, 
who just happened to be in Wash¬ 
ington the day Gore conceded, the 
Bush win now puts the California 
governor on the so-called Demo¬ 
cratic “short list” for the nomina¬ 
tion in 2004. With the departure 
of President Bill Clinton and Vice 
President Gore next month, Davis 
actually becomes the nation’s 
highest-ranking elected Democra¬ 
tic officeholder and the only 
member of his party to govern a 
major state. Davis’s more imme¬ 
diate concern, however, is getting 
re-elected in 2002. 

Settling the country’s last dis¬ 
puted congressional race, Demo¬ 
crat Dianne Byrum last week 
conceded to her GOP opponent in 
a Michigan House race; the final 
count in the House gives the Re¬ 
publicans a 221-211 edge, with 
two independents and one vacan¬ 
cy created by the death last week 
of Representative Julian Dixon 
(D-California). That vacancy, in a 
heavily Democratic district, will 
be filled in a few months by a spe¬ 
cial election.

dorsed in the runoff were elected 
and Tom tells me that he happily 
became a grandfather for the first 
time this week.

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December 12, 1999 (One year 
ago this month): After a provoca¬ 
tive career spanning seven 
decades, painter Paul Cadmus 
dies just five days before his 95th 
birthday. 

11 J| ore than 50 years before 
|1 m Robert Mapplethorpe’s 
IWIl explicit photographs en¬ 
raged Senator Jesse Helms, trig¬ 
gering a reassessment of federal 
arts funding, another gay artist 
found himself in the center of na¬ 
tional controversy because of his 
frank depiction of sexual desire. 

In 1934, the 29-year-old Paul 
Cadmus submitted a painting 
under the Public Works of 
Art Project (PWAP), a 
New Deal program to em¬ 
ploy artists. Titled The 
Fleet’s In! y it portrayed a 
group of rowdy sailors cavort¬ 
ing with floozies as an old 
lady looks on with 
disapproval. 

The Fleet’s In! was 
shown in a PWAP ex¬ 
hibition in New York and elicited 
no comment, but when the show 
moved to Washington’s Corcoran 
Gallery of Art, an admiral was 
outraged. He wrote an irate letter 
to Secretary of the Navy Claude 
Swanson, who had Cadmus’s 
painting removed from the show. 
Swanson condemned the artwork 
as “an unwarranted insult” origi¬ 
nating “in the sordid, depraved 
imagination of someone who has 
no conception of actual condi¬ 
tions in our service.” 

The press had a field day with 
the Navy’s censorship, and Cad¬ 
mus became famous overnight. 



Paul Cadmus's The Fleet's In! 
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(In all the furor, no one cared to 
mention the homosexual pickup 
taking place in the painting: one 
of the men is accepting a cigarette 
from a rather effeminate 
young civilian in a red tie.) 
Although this controversy is 
still what he is best known 
for, Cadmus compiled a re¬ 
markable artistic corpus 
during his 70-year career, 
including many works im¬ 
bued with a delicate 
homoerotic lyricism. 

Born December 
17, 1904, into an 
artistic family in New York - his 
father was a commercial lithogra¬ 
pher, his mother, an illustrator - 
Cadmus decided at an early age to 
be a painter. At 15, he entered New 
York’s prestigious National Acad¬ 
emy of Design, where he received 
a classical education in art. 

After graduation, Cadmus 
continued his studies at the Art 
Students League while supporting 
himself as a commercial artist. In 
1926, he met painter Jared French, 
who became his lover and, al¬ 
though a year younger, something 
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of a mentor. “Jerry French ... per¬ 
suaded me that I actually could be 
an artist and that I needn’t be a 
commercial artist,” Cadmus later 
recalled. 

The two men saved their 
money and in October 1931 set off 
for Europe on an oil tanker. After 
bicycling through France and 
Spain, the couple settled on the is¬ 
land of Mallorca, where Cadmus 
produced what he considered to 
be his first mature painting, a very 
sexy half-length portrait of his 
lover in bed. This and other works 
made in Mallorca demonstrate, 
even at this early stage, the artist’s 
skillful command of group com¬ 
position and the human form, 
harking back to such Renaissance 
painters as Bosch, Rubens, Sig¬ 
norelli, and Caravaggio. 

Cadmus and French returned 
to New York in the fall of 1933. 
After winning notoriety with The 
Fleet’s In!, Cadmus continued 
throughout his career to make 
paintings that exposed the uglier 
side of society, from Herrin Mas¬ 
sacre (1940), which documents a 
bloody riot between labor union¬ 
ists and strikebreakers, to the kalei¬ 
doscopic Subway Symphony in the 
1970s, which portrays an extensive 
catalog of the human condition. 

In 1937, French married the 
artist Margaret Hoening, a mutu¬ 
al friend of both men. Cadmus 
never expressed any bitterness 
over this; on the contrary, all three 
remained close, spending sum¬ 
mers together on Fire Island 
throughout the 1940s. (Cadmus 
escaped military service during 
World War II because of his ho¬ 
mosexuality: “I took my artwork 
with me when I was called [in the 
draft], and it was pretty clear 
where I stood,” he said later.) 
Under the collective label PaJaMa 
(from the first letters of their 
names), Cadmus and the French¬ 
es made a series of remarkable 
photographs of each other and 
their friends - often in the nude - 
including such people as photog-

I f you think the 2000 presiden¬ 
tial race was bad, imagine this 
nightmare: Bush versus Gore 
again in 2004. It’s amazing that in 
a country this large and this di¬ 
verse, these guys were the pick of 
our two major parties in the last 
election cycle. A lifelong Democ¬

The results of the 2000 election 
suggest that the country may be 
ready for a much-needed turn to 
the left. The combined vote for 
Gore and Nader totaled 52 per¬ 
cent, the highest margin the left 
has enjoyed since 1964 and a 
hopeful sign for the future. Add to 
this the fact that The West Wing, 
featuring an idealistic liberal pres¬ 
ident, is one of the country’s most 
popular TV shows. 

There hasn’t been much buzz 
in the media, though, about who 
the next Democratic heir-appar¬ 
ent might be. The tepid specula¬ 
tions about Hillary Rodham Clin¬ 
ton hardly compare to the wild 
flurry of speculation about the 
Bush boys in 1994 and 1998. 

Bill Bradley, a progressive fa¬ 
vorite, has hinted that he might 
try again in 2004. But, perhaps 
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even more than Gore, he lacks the 
palpable fervor it takes to capture 
the public imagination. And the 
one thing the Democrats could 
use is some firing up. Where are 
the contenders who could com¬ 
bine passion with progressive pol¬ 
itics and make going to the polls 
an exciting prospect instead 
of a must-do task? 

One choice would be Paul 
Wellstone, the senior senator 
from Minnesota, who could 
very well run for president 
in 2004 if his good friend 
Bradley opts out. In 
the tradition of Min¬ 
nesota liberals like 
Eugene Mc¬ 
Carthy, Hu¬ 
bert _ 

-Humphrey, 

and Walter Mondale, Wellstone is 
unquestionably one of the most 
progressive members of either 
house of Congress. 

Wellstone came to the Senate 
after many years as a political sci¬ 
ence professor and grassroots or¬ 
ganizer. He advocates progressive 
reform in areas like campaign fi¬ 
nance, health care, and welfare. 
Notably, he uses the term “eco¬ 
nomic justice” with ease, unusual 
for a politician holding national 
office. In addition, he earned a 
perfect 100 on the Human Rights 
Campaign’s scorecard for the 
106th Congress. However, his 
continued support of the anti-gay 
Defense of Marriage Act means 
that he’s got a way to go on lesbian 
and gay issues. 

Isn’t it time for a Democratic 
woman to be nominated for pres¬ 
ident? California Senator Barbara 
Boxer would be my pick. To the 
left of the state’s other admirable 
Democratic senator, Dianne Fein- 
stein (whose name was bandied 
about for vice president in 2000), 
Boxer has a strong record on pro¬ 
gressive issues, notably health care 
and the environment, from serv-

ing 10 years in the House and eight 
in the Senate. She’s a champion of 
women’s rights and a friend to the 
lesbian and gay movement. In ad¬ 
dition, she recently introduced leg¬ 
islation to speed up this country’s 
involvement in the global fight 
against AIDS. 

Another member of Con¬ 
gress to keep an eye on is 
Jesse Jackson Jr., who repre¬ 
sents Chicago’s South Side 
in the House. Jackson main¬ 
tains that Democratic leaders 
have moved too far to the 
center (he reportedly calls 
his own father “conserva¬ 
tive”) and has openly criti¬ 
cized Presi¬ 
dent Clinton 
on the highly 
charged issue 
of welfare “reform.” He supported 
Gore in 2000, but primarily be¬ 
cause he worried about the harm 
a Bush administration would in¬ 
flict on the poor. The young con¬ 
gressman’s voting record has gar¬ 
nered praise from women’s, gay, 
and AIDS groups. Hopefully, he’ll 
be a force in Washington for a 
long time (he’s only 35) - maybe 
even, as his father dreams, the first 
African American president. 

I’m still mad at former New 
York Governor Mario Cuomo for 
not running for president in 1992. 
The good news is that his son, An¬ 
drew, currently the secretary of 
Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment, is a likely contender in New 
York’s 2002 gubernatorial race 
and is rumored to have even high¬ 
er ambitions. 

Cuomo earned his progressive 
credentials when he founded 
Housing Enterprise for the Less 
Privileged, a nonprofit group that 
aids the homeless, then went on to 
chair New York City’s Commis¬ 
sion on the Homeless. At HUD, 
Cuomo has distinguished himself 
by expanding programs for low-

KALETRA helps fight HIV

Individuals taking KALETRA may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. 

Over 24 weeks, most patients found that they could stay with a KALETRA-based regimen. 

Only 2% of 326 patients stopped taking KALETRA because of drug-related side effects 
(12% stopped for other reasons). 

KALETRA is taken twice daily—in the morning and evening. Your healthcare professional will 
tell you how much KALETRA to take. KALETRA is to be taken with your choice of food, but there 
are no rules on what you eat or how much liquid you drink. KALETRA is also available as a 
liquid. 


Safety considerations 

KALETRA should not be used with ergotamine, ergonovine, dihydroergotamine, and 
methylergonovine such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, Methergine® 
and others, Halcion® (triazolam), Hismanal® (astemizole), Orap® (pimozide), Propulsid® 
(cisapride), Rythmol® (propafenone), Seldane® (terfenadine), Tambocor™ (flecainide), 
Versed® (midazolam). 

Taking certain drugs with KALETRA could create the potential for life-threatening side effects. 
Always talk to your doctor or pharmacist before starting new medications. 

KALETRA should not be taken if you have had an allergic reaction to KALETRA 
(lopinavir/ritonavir) or any of its ingredients. 

Pancreatitis and liver problems have been reported in patients receiving KALETRA. 

In some patients taking protease inhibitors, increased bleeding (in patients with hemophilia) 
and diabetes/high blood sugar have occurred. Changes in body fat have been seen in some 
patients receiving ARV therapy. Some patients receiving KALETRA have had large increases 
in triglycerides and cholesterol, which should be monitored before and during therapy. 

The most commonly reported KALETRA-related side effects of moderate severity are: 
abnormal stools, diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea.

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Generic Name: lopinavir/ritonavir 
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Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it each time you get your KALETRA 
prescription refilled, in case something has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with 
your doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if you have any questions about 
KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of 
medicine called an HIV (human immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people with human immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune system. After a large number of T 
cells are destroyed, acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to multiply. KALETRA reduces the 
amount of HIV in your blood and increases the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood 
reduces the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system is weak (opportunistic 
infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of KALETRA are not known at 
this time. People taking KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen 
with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium 
avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 
Continue to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change your treatment or stop 
treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. The dose of KALETRA may be 
different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the 
label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose for adults is 
3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a day (morning and night), in combination with 
other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months to 12 years of age can also take 
KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very 
important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short 
time. The virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give KALETRA to others or take 
medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, take it as soon as possible and 
then take your next scheduled dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the 
missed dose. Wait and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, contact your local poison control 
center or emergency room immediately. 

As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach of young children. KALETRA 
liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the 
recommended dose of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your local 
poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could cause serious side effects that could 
cause death. Before you take KALETRA, yon must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or 
are planning to take. These include other prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal 
supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please read the section titled 
“MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its ingredients, including ritonavir or 
lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take without a prescription. You must tell 
your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA. 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can cause serious problems or death if 

taken with KALETRA: • 

Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, 

D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, Methergine, and others 

Halcion® (triazolam) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) 

Orap® (pimozide) 

Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Rhythmol® (propafenone) 

Seldane® (terfenadine) 

Tambocor® (flecainide) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. 
Rifampin may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary 
supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to 
take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and lead to increased viral load 
and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® 
(simvastatin) because of possible serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); talk to your doctor before you 
take any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose of other medicines when you are also 
taking KALETRA. Remember to tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 


Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor about problems these two 
medicines can cause when taken together. You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low 
blood pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer 
than 4 hours, get medical help right away to avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can 
explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you should use an additional or 
different type of contraception since KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood. Your 
doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take 
metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side effects, ask your dpctor, nurse, or 
pharmacist. You should report any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doctor may 
be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are thought to be drug related are: 
abnormal stools (bowel movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver problems. People with liver disease such 
as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it is unclear if KALETRA caused 
these liver problems because some patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their pancreas (pancreatitis), which may 
cause death. You have a higher chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you 
have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The long-term chance of getting 
complications such as heart attacks or stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by 
protease inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking protease inhibitors such as 
KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need 
changes in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat happen in some patients getting anti-HIV medicines. These changes may include 
increased fat in the upper back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast and abdomen (stomach area). Loss of fat 
from the face, legs, and arms may also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these conditions are 
not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, these side effects may have been 
due to other medicines that patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be 
serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of KALETRA on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has or will 
have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your 
baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you 
should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new or more serious diabetes or high 
blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the expiration date printed on the label. 
If stored at room temperature up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 
2 months. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any medicine 
away, it is out of the reach of children. 

General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions about this medicine or your 
condition. Medicines are sometimes prescribed for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information 
Leaflet. If you have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or pharmacist can give you 
information about this medicine that was written for health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a 
condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

to be added next year. 

Blacks and Latinos now lead 
the nation ih new AIDS cases, 

the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention announced on January 
13. While they are only 25 percent 
of the population, 52 percent of 
AIDS cases among men who have 
sex with men occur in people of 
color, according to the CDC. 

Locally, The San Francisco De¬ 
partment of Public Health an¬ 
nounced that AIDS deaths were 
on the decline, with 236 report¬ 
ed for 1999. 

The Oakland Police Depart¬ 
ment made some accidental 
progress just two months after 
participants of the annual Creat¬ 
ing Change conference happened 
to catch officers harassing trans- 
gendered people on the street. The 
conference - sponsored by the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force and in town for just a few 
days in November 1999 - staged 
an impromptu demonstration 
that demanded, among other 
things, an LGBT liaison. Police 
Chief Richard Word followed 
through, taking some dramatic 
steps at the beginning of the year. 

On January 11, Supervisor 
Michael Yaki drew a firestorm of 
criticism when he announced on 
KTVU-TV Channel 2 that a heli¬ 
copter crash that killed two San 
Francisco police officers could 
have been avoided if it weren’t for 
the city’s landmark domestic part¬ 
nership law. According to Yaki, the 
doomed helicopter had to fly 200 
miles away to find a maintenance 
service that complied with San 
Francisco’s equal benefits ordi¬ 
nance; the copter crashed outside 
of Porterville, in Tulare County. 
The implication was that if it 
weren’t for the law requiring com¬ 
panies that do business with the 
city to offer the same benefits to 
same-sex and heterosexual cou¬ 
ples alike, the officers would still 
be alive. Not only was Yaki’s asser¬ 
tion quickly deemed to be untrue, 
but community leaders said his 
announcement was inflammatory 
by calling on the public to review 
a population’s civil rights.

The University of California at 
San Francisco announced the cre¬ 
ation of the first-ever Lesbian 
Health Research Center to 
study diseases in lesbian, MTF, 
and FTM populations, and to cre¬ 
ate an information bank to store 
and share relevant data. 

Robert Rosenkrantz, the gay 
man sentenced to 17 years to life 
for killing his gay basher in high 
school, was awarded a new parole 
hearing on January 20 by a Los 
Angeles Superior Court judge. 
The victory was short-lived, how¬ 
ever, as Rosenkrantz’s battle for 
freedom continues to this day. 

Activists fought to get San Jose 
police to recognize that a mur¬ 
dered transgendered youth was 
the victim of a hate crime. Police, 
who found a naked male body in 
the trunk of a young man’s car on 
January 19, just couldn’t under¬ 
stand the concept that the de¬ 
ceased had lived her life as a fe¬ 
male named Alina; her friends at 
the local community center sur¬ 
mised that she was killed when al¬ 
leged perpetrator Scott Santino 
took her home and discovered 
that she had male sex organs. 

Supervisor Mark Leno had his 
medical marijuana identifica¬ 
tion cards legislation approved 
by the San Francisco Board of Su¬ 
pervisors on January 24; the cards, 
available at the Department of 
Public Health, are meant to make 
toking easier for those with a 
medical need. 

Recognizing the new manage¬ 
ability of HIV, several local AIDS 
organizations expanded their 
services to include people with 
other illnesses. The AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund started fundraising for 
its Breast Cancer Emergency Fund 
to help ailing women with medical 
costs, utilities, and rent, and to give 
back to lesbians what they gave to 
their male friends during the AIDS 
crisis. Project Open Hand also 
began to deliver hot meals to 
homebound people with critical 
illnesses in order to fulfill its mis¬ 
sion to “serve those in need.” 

On a sad note, the month 
ended with the crash of Alaska 
Airlines Flight 261 from Mexico to 
San Francisco. The plane crashed 
in the Pacific Ocean off the Ventu¬ 
ra County coast on January 31, 
claiming the lives of all 88 people 
aboard. Several LGBT passengers 
from the Bay Area were among 
the victims, including gay men 
Will Byrant, James (Jay) 


Luque, and transgendered 
woman Toni Choate. 

February 

The campaign against Propo¬ 
sition 22 - the anti-gay ballot ini¬ 
tiative created by right-wing state 
Senator Pete Knight (R-Palmdale) 
that defined marriage as between 
a man and a woman - began to 
heat up, with No on Knight raising 
millions in an effort to defeat it. 
Many gay activists also became in¬ 
volved in the fight against Propo¬ 
sition 21, a hateful ballot measure 
designed to imprison a young gen¬ 
eration, mainly youth of color, for 
crimes as benign as graffiti. 

Jurors cannot be dismissed 
from a trial because of their 
sexual orientation, a Fourth 
District Court of Appeals ruled on 
February 1. The state court’s deci¬ 
sion said that gays and lesbians 
constitute a “cognizable” group 
and therefore cannot be excused 
from a jury based on their mem¬ 
bership in that group. The ruling 
also affirmed that LGBT represen¬ 
tation on a jury could be a benefit 
to deliberations and positively af¬ 
fect society as a whole. 

San Francisco is a designat¬ 
ed safe haven for binational 
LGBT couples, the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors said in a resolution 
passed on February 1. While 
largely symbolic, the resolution, 
introduced by Supervisor Leslie 
Katz, announced that the city will 
not cooperate with federal immi¬ 
gration investigations. 

Charges were dropped in the 
“San Diego Six” case, a horrify¬ 
ing scenario whereby police raid¬ 
ed an SM party and arrested par¬ 
ticipants for “lewd behavior” and 
“nudity.” After one trial was won 
outright when a jury found in 
favor of the defendant, the district 
attorney announced on February 
1 that the office would not pursue 
the case.further. 

A gay-straight alliance in 
Orange County was granted per¬ 
mission to meet during a court 
trial that challenged its very exis¬ 
tence. Students at El Modena High 
School were victorious, but school 
officials retaliated by requiring 
parental consent to join the club. 

St. John’s wort may interfere 
with AIDS drugs, scientists an¬ 
nounced in a report issued Febru¬ 
ary 12. The herbal remedy for de¬ 
pression speeds up the way the 
liver metabolizes protease in¬ 
hibitors, greatly reducing the

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amount of HIV treatment in the 
blood, according to researchers. 

The drug GHB took center 
stage again when a rash of incidents 
prompted Supervisor Mark Leno 
to propose “safe haven” laws for 
clubs that are under increased po¬ 
lice scrutiny for illegal substances. 
Under the proposal, club owners 
could not be penalized for calling 
an ambulance when a patron is sus¬ 
pected to have overdosed on drugs. 

Castro gentrification was epit¬ 
omized as Pottery Barn prepared 
to move into its new space at 2390 
Market Street despite neighbor¬ 
hood objections. 

In the midst of a booming 
economy, DPH announced some 
drastic cuts to its public services, 
including the elimination of San 
Francisco General Hospital’s phar¬ 
macy and the slashing of mental 
health beds at the facility. Express¬ 
ing concerns over the availability 
of care to city residents in need, 
Supervisor Tom Ammiano called 
for an audit of SFGH to see what 
was happening with its finances. 

Protests against Dr. Laura Sch- 
lessinger got into full gear; on Feb¬ 
ruary 24, dozens of LGBT people 
gathered in front of KGO radio in 
San Francisco to oppose the right- 
wing “therapist” and her anticipat¬ 
ed television show, now doing de¬ 
lightfully miserable in the ratings. 

March 

Inevitably, Proposition 22 

won big on election night in Cali¬ 
fornia on March 7, and the mil¬ 
lions of dollars spent by both sides 
did absolutely nothing to change 
the approval ratings over the 
months of campaigning: 61 per¬ 
cent of voters decided that mar¬ 
riage was too sacred for same-sex 
couples, while 39 percent voted 
against the divisive measure. 
Proposition 21 was also ap¬ 
proved by a wide margin. 

Things could haye been worse, 
of course, especially of you were 
one of the mice or humans sub¬ 
jected to the experiments that de¬ 
termined nonoxynol-9 as an 
HIV risk. According to a report 
issued at an International confer¬ 
ence entitled Microbicide 2000, 
the jelly cream hailed as a sperm 
killer and once thought to aid in 
HIV prevention actually appeared 
to cause an irritation in subjects, 
leaving them even more vulnera¬ 
ble to infection. 

It was a busy month for AIDS 
dissidents and the subsequent 
backlash; South African President 
Thabo Mbeki began to question 
the cause of AIDS, inviting promi¬ 
nent dissidents to July’s Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Conference. The re¬ 
sult, as we know, was not pretty. 
Here in San Francisco, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate changed its 
name to Survive AIDS in order 
to avoid being confused with the 
dissident group ACT UP/San 
Francisco. 

San Francisco crowned a 
new Mr. Leather on March 10 
when the honors were bestowed 
upon local talent Lance Gear. 

In national news, for the first 
time ever, the census included 
LGBT families by allowing cou¬ 
ples to check an “unmarried part¬ 
ner” box for each other, thereby 
recognizing and counting this im¬ 
portant demographic. 

AIDS Benefits Counselors (now 
the Positive Resource Center) co¬ 
founder Audrey K. Doughty died 
on March 20. She was 79. 

The Santa Cruz City Council 
voted unanimously on March 29 
in favor of an ordinance that will 
allow patients to grow and use 
medical cannabis. 

Community United Against 
Violence named Terry Person as 
its executive director; Person, a 
lesbian of color, replaced the ever- 
elusive Ruth Bukowiecki who 
headed the organization for less

than a year. 

Elizabeth Farrel Kaiser 

passed away at her home in Port 
Costa, California on March 30 
after a long struggle with breast 
cancer. Her lover, Dr. Margaret E. 
Poscher, was by her side. 

Jews gave gays and lesbians 
a thumbs-up on March 29 when 
the Rabbinical Body of Reform 
Judaism declared that same-sex 
Jewish relationships are worthy of 
ritual celebration. 

And Catholics came out of 
the closet about the sexual abuse 
endured by many at the hands of 
the holier-than-thou priesthood; 
on March 29 the Oakland Arch¬ 
diocese apologized on behalf of all 
the troubled souls in hopes of 
nurturing a “reconciliation.” Na¬ 
tionally, the church has spent $1 
billion settling sexual abuse law¬ 
suits. And this is the institution 
that says we need help. 

April 

While murder rates fell nation¬ 
ally, murders against LGBT people 
increased dramatically, with Cali¬ 
fornia seeing a 200 percent increase 
in 1999, according to a report from 
the National Coalition of Anti-Vio¬ 
lence Programs released April 6 by 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence. Anti-LGBT assaults were 
down, but the violence occurring 
within these assaults were up. For 
example, 325 incidents were re¬ 
ported in San Francisco in 1999, 
down 18 percent from 1998. How¬ 
ever, 60 percent of those assaulted 
in 1999 were seriously injured, a 20 
percent increase from the previous 
year. 

With a $3,000 grant from the 
Castro Street Fair, Gilbert Baker 
restored the rainbow flag that has 
come to symbolize gay freedom 
flying over Harvey Milk Plaza at 
Castro and 18th Streets to its orig¬ 
inal eight-color design, adding 
back fuchsia and turquoise. 


After an investigation and au¬ 
topsy, San Francisco Medical Ex¬ 
aminer Dr. Boyd Stephens deter¬ 
mined that Jeff Goring, the 35- 
year-old San Jose man who col¬ 
lapsed at Club Universe February 
13, likely died of a heart attack. 
There was no evidence that drugs 
played any role in Goring’s death. 

Longtime disability rights ac¬ 
tivist Bill Hirsh was named exec¬ 
utive director of the AIDS Legal 
| Referral Panel, the leading 
£ provider of legal services to peo- 
I pie with HIV in the San Francisco 
Bay Area. 

Several members of AIDS dis¬ 
sident group ACT UP/SF violent¬ 
ly disrupted an April 17 public ed¬ 
ucational forum co-hosted by 
Project Inform and Survive AIDS 
(formerly ACT UP/Golden Gate), 
screaming, throwing hard pills at 
attendees, and spitting. One Pro¬ 
ject Inform staffer was injured 
when she tried to break up a 
melee between audience members 
and the HIV denialists, who fled 
before police arrived. Meeting or¬ 
ganizers promised to pursue re¬ 
straining orders against the ac¬ 
tivists. 

No on Knight/No on Proposi¬ 
tion 22 campaign officials re¬ 
vealed that about $250,000 was 
left over from their $7 million at¬ 
tempt to defeat the anti-gay 
statewide proposition. No on 
Knight officials said the money 
would be used to help expand 
legal protections for gay and les¬ 
bian couples and their families 
through a fund administered by 
the nonprofit Horizons Founda¬ 
tion. 

The Metropolitan Communi¬ 
ty Church-San Francisco cele¬ 
brated 30 years of “making things 
happen” on April 26 with a special 
evening service. 

Edgard Mora was sentenced 
to five years in prison for involun¬ 
tary manslaughter after accepting 
a plea bargain offered by the San 
Francisco District Attorney’s of¬ 
fice, including a two-year hate 
crime enhancement for the one- 
punch death of openly gay Brian 
Wilmes outside a San Francisco 
bar on March 12,1998. 

After failing to gather 670,000 
signatures by April 20 to put their 
proposal to legalize gay marriage 
on the November 2000 ballot in 
California, openly gay brothers 
Tom and John Henning of Cali¬ 
fornians for Same-Sex Mar¬ 
riage announced a new campaign 
to try again for November 2002.

activists picketed outside the San 
Francisco Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health on April 20, concerned 
that DPH officials had failed to 
consult them on the design and 
implementation of a planned 
medical marijuana identification 
card program. 

“I have no idea what you’re 
talking about,” responded one of 
the seven individuals who had se¬ 
cretly formed the GTT Trust to 
borrow $800,000 from venture 
capitalist and fellow HIV denialist 
Robert Leppo and close the 
$760,000 purchase of the 
1884/1886 Market Street building 
where they operate a medical 
marijuana dispensary under the 
name ACT UP/San Francisco. 

Chuck Frutchey, former 
president of the board for the Stop 
AIDS Project and a co-founder of 
the Coalition for Healthy Sex, died 
April 6 of AIDS-related causes. He 
was 46. 

May 

At a City Hall meeting with Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno on Wednes¬ 
day, May 3, the Bechtel Group 
announced that they would begin 
offering equal benefits to all do¬ 
mestic partners of their 9,500 
salaried employees throughout 
the United States. Subsidiary 
Bechtel Infrastructure, which was 
in final negotiations with the city 
Public Utilities Commission to 
help run billions of dollars worth 
of construction projects, had been 
in compliance with the city’s DP 
ordinance while the parent Bech¬ 
tel Group was not. 

“They like me!” exclaimed San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano. “They 
really like me.” Ammiano and les¬ 
bian icons Del Martin and Phyl¬ 
lis Lyon were announced May 3 
as the community’s picks for the 
LGBT Pride Parade’s 2000 grand 
marshals. The AIDS Emergency 
Fund won the organizational 
marshal position. Ellen De- 
Generes was selected to be the 
celebrity grand marshal, but when 
she did not respond to an invita¬ 
tion, the honor went to fellow 
comedienne Margaret Cho.

Temporary restraining orders 
were issued by San Francisco Su¬ 
perior Court Judge Alfred G. Chi- 
antelli on May 5 and May 9 
against five members of ACT 
UP/San Francisco, an HIV de¬ 
nialist group, requiring them to 
stay at least 100 yards away from 
Project Inform employees and 
volunteers. And on May 15, the 
judge issued arrest warrants for 
four of the ACT UP/SF members, 
who were being charged with tres¬ 
passing at an April 17 forum. Two 
of the warrants included charges 
of misdemeanor assault. 

The San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors unanimously passed 
an ordinance on May 8 that added 
body size to the city’s non-dis¬ 
crimination code. The body bias 
ordinance proposed by board 
President Tom Ammiano gives 
people a legal basis for challenging 
discriminatory treatment due to 
their weight or height. 

About 20 local activists picked 
outside KPIX-TV’s Battery Street 
offices on May 8 to protest the 
planned airing of Dr. Laura Sch- 
lessinger’s television program in 
the fall. 

South Africa President Thabo 
Mbeki appointed a 33-member 
panel to advise him on how best to 
handle the HIV/AIDS epidemic in 
his country, where one in 10 are 
infected with HIV. About half the 
panel’s members, including Berke¬ 
ley HIV denialist Peter Duesberg, 
were individuals who do not be¬ 
lieve that HIV causes AIDS. The 
panel held its first meeting the 
weekend of May 5 in Pretoria.

of Public Health acknowledged 
that it had received only one ap¬ 
plication by the May 10 deadline 
to run the new transitional hous¬ 
ing facility for LGBTQQ youth at 
2500 Market Street. The appli¬ 
cation was from the nonprofit Ark 
of Refuge, which had run two pre¬ 
vious shelters serving the Castro’s 
queer youth. 

Kiyoshi Kuromiya, a pioneer¬ 
ing gay activist and AIDS treatment 
advocate, died May 10 from com¬ 
plications of AIDS and cancer in a 
Philadelphia hospital. He was 57. 

According to IRS forms for fis¬ 
cal year 1998-99 released by the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
in mid-May, SFAF Executive Di¬ 
rector Pat Christen’s salary and 
benefits totaled $201,320 that 
year. Board chair Lonnie Payne 
called the salary “well within the 
market range for large nonprof¬ 
its.”

Champion figure skater Rudy 
Galindo, who earlier in the year had 
learned that he was HIV-positive, 
led about 1,000 people in the 17th 
annual International AIDS Candle¬ 
light Memorial and Mobilization in 
San Francisco on May 21. 

Longtime AIDS and civil rights 
activist Eileen Hansen an¬ 
nounced her candidacy on May 22 
for the San Francisco Board of Su¬ 
pervisors, challenging incumbent 
Supervisor Mark Leno for the 
seat representing District 8, 
which includes the Noe Valley and 
Castro neighborhoods. 

June 

The International Gay and Les¬ 
bian Human Rights Commission 
staged a protest outside the Italian 
Embassy in San Francisco on June 
1, protesting Mayor Francesco 
Rutelli of Rome’s attempt to can¬ 
cel World Pride Roma, slated for 
July 1-9. 

The San Francisco HIV Pre¬ 
vention Planning Council de¬ 
cided, after some deliberation, 
that HIV does in fact cause AIDS, 
and issued a declaration in early 
June saying so. 

America’s three largest au¬ 
tomakers announced June 8 that 
they would begin extending 
healthcare benefits to the domes¬ 
tic partners of all their employees. 
The announcement from General 
Motors Corporation, Ford Motor 
Company, and the Chrysler divi¬ 
sion of DaimlerChrysler AG cov¬ 
ered about 345,000 employees. 

In a 2-1 decision released June 
8,- the Texas Court of Appeals 
struck down that state’s sodomy 
law on the grounds that it violates 
the Equal Rights Amendment of 
the Texas Constitution on the 
basis of a person’s sex. 

Overturning two lower court de¬ 
cisions, the California Supreme 
Court ruled unanimously on June 
19 that the Paul Revere Life Insur¬ 
ance Company had violated state 
law when it denied disability benefits 
to a Los Angeles-area man who was 
diagnosed with AIDS in 1994. 

A poll released June 21 showed 
that a majority of California vot¬ 
ers - particularly younger voters -

openly elected officers under a 
new constitution in 1953.” 

Call himself said in 1997, “The 
early movement got its impetus 
for outreach from the San Fran¬ 
cisco chapter.” 

Call’s publishing background 
helped give rise to The Mattachine 
Review, one of the first publica¬ 
tions to discuss homosexuality 
openly in America. Call and part¬ 
ner Don Lucas founded the Pan 
Graphic Press in 1954 to publish 
the review, plus fiction and non¬ 
fiction gay-oriented publications, 
including Dorian Book Quarterly 
with various reviews of books on 
“sexual variance and related 
themes” and essays. Pan Graphic 
press also printed the lesbian pe¬ 
riodical, The Ladder, edited by 
Daughters of Bilitis founders Del 
Martin and Phyllis Lyon for most 
of its first year starting in 1956. 

“In the 1950s,” Call said, 
“printed matter on homosexuali¬ 
ty was very meager indeed. Most 
problems centered around law en¬ 
forcement.” 

A constant victim of porno 
laws of both local and federal au¬ 
thorities from the post office, on 
several occasions Call was arrest¬ 
ed for distributing his mildly 
pornographic magazines through 
the mail. And during the early 
1960s, his dedication to freedom 
of speech finally won a federal rul¬ 
ing allowing him to distribute his 
gay-oriented magazine through 
the U.S. Postal Service. 

In 1959, San Francisco Mayor 
George Christopher was re-elect¬ 
ed by a wide margin when his op¬ 
ponent blunderously tried to use 
the pervert/deviate issue against 
him, citing his tolerance of the 
Mattachine Society. Call said that 
was the first instance in which the 
issue was used in a political elec¬ 
tion in the U.S. 

“Call was influential in moving 
city government - particularly the 
mayor’s office and the police - 
away from its anti-homosexual 
stance,” commented Sears, “from 
providing financial support and 
printing services to Jose Sarria’s 
campaign for city supervisor (the 
first openly gay man to run for 
public office in the United States) 
to lending a hand to the Tavern 
Guild (the first in the country) - 
and designing its logo, and assist¬ 
ing ministers in forming the influ¬ 
ential Council on Religion and the 
Homosexual. Hal also worked 
quietly behind the scenes in con¬ 
troversies associated with the bo¬ 
hemian Black Cat and was instru¬ 
mental in helping Alfred Kinsey 
identify subjects for his famous 
study.”

Call was featured in a Life mag¬ 
azine article called “The Homo¬ 
sexual” in 1964, and later ap¬ 
peared in a CBS documentary of 
the same name hosted by Mike 
Wallace. 

In a landmark 1967 federal 
court case, Conrad Germain and 
Lloyd Spinar of DSI Sales in Min¬ 
nesota were charged with 29 
counts of producing and mailing 
obscene materials. The govern¬ 
ment prosecuted its case based on 
the proposition that the DSI ma¬ 
terials appealed primarily to ho¬ 
mosexuals, and therefore would 
be classified as obscene. Call was 
instrumental in securing and or¬ 
ganizing witnesses who testified 
on behalf of DSI, and helped the 
court reach a stunning decision. 

In a seven-page ruling, the 
court stated “the materials have 
no appeal to the prurient interest 
of the intended recipient deviant 
group; do not exceed the limits of 
candor tolerated by the contem¬ 
porary national community; and 
are not utterly without redeeming 
social value...” 

Further commenting directly 
on the subject of homosexuality, 


the court said, “The rights of mi¬ 
norities expressed individually in 
sexual groups or otherwise must 
be respected. With increasing re¬ 
search and study, we will in the fu¬ 
ture come to a better understand¬ 
ing of ourselves, sexual deviants, 
and others.” 

Also in 1967, Sears noted, Call 
opened Adonis Bookstore on Ellis 
Street with partners Robert Trol¬ 
lop, Jack Tennyson, and Bob 
Damron. The city’s first gay venue 
sold bold magazines like Golden 
Boys (owned by Damron/Trol¬ 
lop), physique magazines, and ho¬ 
mosexual literature. 

That same year, Call’s Grand 
Prix PhotoArts Films also began 
production. Later, Call formed 
Adonis Video, and was a pioneer 
in gay male erotica, perfecting 
techniques for the best display of 
sexual action that centered on the 
penis. 

In the 1970s, the Adonis book¬ 
store begot the Circle J Cinema, 
which is still in business as a video 
review parlor and jackoff club in 
the Tenderloin District. 

In 1991, Call received the Insti¬ 
tute for the Advanced Study of 
Human Sexuality’s honorary doc¬ 
torate of arts in erotology (the 
study of erotica). 

Call made donations to many 
gay-related causes over the years, 
and in 1995, under the auspices of 
the One Inc. Foundation, a Mat¬ 
tachine counterpart group, he do¬ 
nated $50,000 to the newly found¬ 
ed Gay Studies Program at the 
University of Southern California. 
USC now offers fully accredited 
gay studies and houses the Matta¬ 
chine and One Inc. archives, all 
thanks to contributions by Call 
and others. 

Call was a close friend of 
B.A.R. publisher Bob Ross for 45 
years. 

Call’s remains were to be cre¬ 
mated, and no memorial service 
was planned. T

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Navigating the city’s 
rent control maze

T he following is an occasional 
column compiled by the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel on 
issues of concern to people living 
with AIDS. 

Dear AIDS Legal Referral Panel: 

I’m presently living in a two- 
bedroom apartment in San Fran¬ 
cisco. I do not have a lease or a 
rental agreement with my landlord. 
I moved into my apartment about 
four years ago. My roommate has a 
rental agreement with the landlord, 
dating to before I moved in. 

My roommate has recently de¬ 
cided to retire to Palm Beach, Flori¬ 
da, and he’s already told the land¬ 
lord. My landlord then 
told me that I could stay 
in the unit, even after 
my roommate leaves. 

However, I’m wor¬ 
ried that he might 
raise my rent to mar¬ 
ket rate. I am living 
with disabling HIV. I 
live on a fixed, limit¬ 
ed income and I can’t 
afford a large rent hike. How can I 
keep my apartment under rent con¬ 
trol? 

Sincerely, 

Stressed Subsequent Occupant 

This question is not unusual, 
but the answer may be complicat¬ 
ed. 

Fortunately, San Francisco has 
a “rent ordinance,” which protects 
most tenants from extreme rent 
increases. Generally these protec¬ 
tions cover the original tenants 
who had agreements to live in the 
unit at the original rent. These 
protections may also cover subse¬ 
quent occupants who move into 
the unit after the original tenants 
have an agreement with the land¬ 
lord. 


A lot depends on when you 
moved into your apartment, be¬ 
cause the laws have changed sev¬ 
eral times in the last few years. If 
you moved in before 
January 1,1996, retain¬ 
ing rent control is not 
difficult. Your land¬ 
lord can raise your 
rent if he served you 
with what is called a 
“6.14” notice and if 
he served you this 
notice within 60 
days of “actually 
knowing” of your residency in 
your unit. A 6.14 notice “reserves 
the landlord’s rights” to raise your 
rent at a later date. Many things 
may indicate the landlord’s “actu¬ 
al knowledge.” Written proof of 
your landlord’s knowledge is al¬ 
ways best and this can include 
such things as cashed rent checks. 
However, you can also prove “ac¬ 
tual knowledge” through non- 
written proof, such as personal in¬ 
teractions with the landlord. Non- 
written proof is more reliable if 
you can also back it up with de¬ 
tails such as dates. Basically, this 
means if the landlord did not 
serve the 6.14 notice within 60 
days after he knew you lived there, 
then he cannot raise your rent 
later. 


Moving into your unit after 
January 1,1996 complicates mat¬ 
ters. Here, two scenarios are possi¬ 
ble. Because the laws changed on 
April 25,2000, your legal standing 
depends on when your roommate 
told your landlord he was moving. 
If you moved into your unit after 
January 1, 1996 and your room¬ 
mate told the landlord he was 
moving out before April 25,2000, 
retaining rent control is difficult. 
The landlord has no obligation to 
“reserve the right” to increase the 
rent after “actually knowing” of 
your presence. In this situation, 
the only way to retain rent control 
is if the landlord told you your 
rent would not increase when 
your roommate moved out. Oth¬ 
erwise, when your roommate 
moves out, you’re just a new ten¬ 
ant for rent control purposes. 

If your roommate told the 
landlord he was moving out on or 
after April 25, 2000, you have 
more options. You can still remain 
at your present rental rate if the 
landlord told you that the rent 
would not increase when your 
roommate moved out. You can 
also protect your rent control if 
your roommate gave written no¬ 
tice to your landlord explaining 
your intent to retain rent control

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ships between two people of the 

same sex should be legally recog¬ 
nized. The poll of 1,200 registered 
voters conducted by Washington, 
D.C.-based Decision Research was 
touted as evidence that while the 
campaign against the anti-gay 
Proposition 22 failed in March, it 
had succeeded in convincing vot¬ 
ers of the inequities faced by 
same-sex couples. 

The San Francisco Transgen- 
der Civil Rights Implementation 
Task Force, created by legislation 
sponsored by Supervisor Mark 
Leno, was convened for its first 
meeting at City Hall on June 1. 

On June 27, Governor Gray 
Davis signed legislation sponsored 
by Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco) that 
bans the practice of excluding 
people from jury duty on the 
basis of their race, religion, sex, or 
sexual orientation. 

A 26-year-old Seattle man, 
Jason Scott Kohlnhofer, died of a 
drug overdose on June 23 in a 
private room at Berkeley’s Steam- 
works, a gay bathhouse. 

Almost 1 million people 
flocked to San Francisco’s 30th 
annual Pride Parade and Cele¬ 
bration on June 24 and 25, as well 
as to associated events including 
the Dyke March, Pink Saturday, 


and the San Francisco Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival. 

UNAIDS, the umbrella AIDS 
organization of the United Na¬ 
tions, released its annual report on 
June 27. The death toll from the 
pandemic had climbed to 19 mil¬ 
lion in just two decades, and in 
1999, 5.4 million people became 
infected with HIV. 

A three-member panel of the 
California Board of Prison Terms 
ordered Robert Rosenkrantz, 
imprisoned since being convicted 
of the 1985 shooting of a school¬ 
mate, freed. The prisoner said he 
expected Governor Gray Davis to 
block his release again. 

Governor Davis signed the 
state budget for fiscal year 2000- 
01 on June 30. The $99.4 billion 
measure included a $12.7 million 


jump in funding for AIDS services 
and programs. 

“The 900 number is not an 
official number... the compari¬ 
son to sub-Saharan Africa is 
unfortunate,” Dr. Willi McFar¬ 
land, an epidemiologist with the 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health, said, referring to 
quotes he had fed to daily news¬ 
papers. McFarland and other 
health officials were working 
overtime trying to explain how 
they had arrived at their conclu¬ 
sion that the HIV infection rate 
in San Francisco had doubled, a 
story they bungled just prior to a 
key vote in Congress over AIDS 
funding for the city, and also just 
prior to the 13th International 
AIDS Conference in Durban, 
South Africa. T

rapher George Platt Lynes, play¬ 
wright Tennessee Williams, and 
painter George Tooker, who for 
several years was Cadmus’ lover. 

After 1940, Cadmus worked 
primarily in the extremely de¬ 
manding medium of egg tempera, 
a mixture of pigment, water, and 
egg yolk, which had been favored 
by the Renaissance masters he so 
admired. Although he conse¬ 
quently produced only two or 
three paintings a year, in a semi- 
allegorical style that came to be 
called “magic realism,” these pos¬ 
sessed a crisp and luminous den¬ 
sity. Especially notable are Cad¬ 
mus’s 1940s beach paintings, 
which place contemplative young 
men in dreamlike settings, as well 
as several highly personal works 
from the 1950s, including The 
Nap (1952), showing a naked man 
alone on a bed in a cheap hotel 
room, and Night in Bologna 
(1957-1958), illustrating a trian¬ 
gle of mismatched desire. 


In 1964, Cadmus met Jon An- 
dersson, a singer and actor who 
became his life partner for the next 
35 years. The young man inspired 
a number of beautiful paintings 
that explore the dynamics of this 
intergenerational relationship and 
served as model for a series of ex¬ 
quisite nude drawings. 

The art world largely neglect¬ 
ed Cadmus as it became obsessed 
in the 1950s with abstract expres¬ 
sionism. But in the 1990s, a re¬ 
newed interest in figurative work 
and an emerging fascination with 
queer art led to a revival of inter¬ 
est in Cadmus, who received solo 
exhibitions at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art and the Whitney 
Museum of American Art. 

The painter remained active to 
the very end of his life. He died on ♦ 
December 12, 1999, just short of 
his 95th birthday, in the Con¬ 
necticut home he and Andersson 
shared. ▼

income and minority homeown¬ 
ers.

The landlord 
had 90 days from receiving this 
notification to reserve his right to 
increase your rent. Note that 
under the new laws, unlike the 
laws prior to 1996, tenants have 
the burden of informing landlords 
of their intent to maintain rent 
control. 

Good luck. We all know it’s a 
tight market out there. Knowing 
your rights under the San Francis¬ 
co rent ordinance can help you 
survive in our fabulous city. If you

The story is told pre¬ 
dominantly through the experi¬ 
ences of 13-year old Steven 
Cozza (now 16) and 70-year-old 
Dave Rice — both heterosexual, 
both dedicated to the Scouts, and 
both determined to change the 
course of Scouting history 

Along the way, we meet gay 
Scouts and Scoutmasters whose 
painful stories of expulsion 
earned national attention, includ¬ 
ing James Dale, whose case 
against the BSA reached the Unit¬ 
ed States Supreme Court last sum¬ 
mer. We also meet Tim Curran, 
who came out as a gay scout and 
waged a 17-year battle which 
ended with a decision by the Cal¬ 
ifornia Supreme Court in 1998 in 
favor of the BSA. ▼

Barbara Cook 
is back for good 

Brings 'Mostly Sondheim' to San Francisco

% nee Barbara Cook enters 

J the world of a song, she 

I I W hates to leave it. 

“At the end of the song,” the 
celebrated singer said, “there’s a 
moment where I really don’t want 
to come back because it feels so 
good to be inside it. When you’re 
inside it, there are no problems, 
there are no worries.” 

Cook describes the experience 
as a “very pleasant meditative 
state,” even when the song is a 
heartbreaker, and she finds that 
staying involved in a song is the 
best way to keep the experience vi¬ 
brant for both herself and her au¬ 
dience. “I learned that while doing 
very long runs,” said the star of the 
original Broadway productions of 
The Music Man and She Loves Me. 

But for the past 25 years, even 
since the legendary concert at 
Carnegie Hall that relaunched her 
career, Cook has been found 
mostly in concert halls and 
cabarets. All that happened before 
that “was another life,” Cook said. 
“I was another human being.” 

At 73, Cook is earning some of 
the best reviews of her career, 
most recently for a Sondheim-in¬ 
spired show that she debuted in 
October at a New York nightspot. 
Cook will perform an expanded 
version of that show, titled Mostly 
Sondheim, at the Geary Theater 
for four performances beginning 
Dec. 29. She will be joined by her 
longtime arranger and accompa¬ 
nist, Wally Harper, in her first Bay 
Area appearance in five years. 

“The show is based on a list 
Stephen Sondheim made for his 
70th birthday of songs that he 
wishes he had written,” Cook said. 
“I was fascinated by the list, and 
Wally somehow got the idea of 
our doing songs from that list 
and, of course, a number of Sond¬ 
heim songs as well.” 

The non-Sondheim songs that 
will get the Cook treatment range 
from such standards as Irving 
Berlin’s “I Got Lost in His Arms” 
and Harold Arlen’s “I Had Myself 
a True Love” to such old-fash¬ 
ioned crowd-pleasers as “Waiting 
for the Robert E. Lee” and “Hard- 
Hearted Hannah.” 

As for the Sondheim songs, 
Cook largely depended on her ex¬ 
isting repertoire. “We had to do 
this very quickly,” she said, “so ob¬ 
viously I included some songs I al¬ 
ready knew. I had done a work¬ 
shop for a new revue of his songs 
that didn’t work out, but as part of 
it I had worked on the song ‘Hap¬ 
piness’ from Passion. And there’s 
another song from Passion called 
‘Loving You’ that I love so much, 
so I included those two. And we 
needed something to open with, 
so I came up with the idea of 
doing ‘Everybody Says Don’t,’ 
which took me forever to learn. 
The words come so quickly that if 
you have to think about them, 
they’re gone.” 

Triumphant return 

San Francisco audiences will 
be getting a preview look at the 
Feb. 2 concert Cook is preparing 
for Carnegie Hall, the site of her 
triumphant 1975 return to per¬ 
forming after several years’ ab¬ 
sence. If she sounded better than 
ever, Cook didn’t look the same.

The former ingenue had gained 
more than 100 pounds. 

“I didn’t know what to do 
about my weight, and I wanted to 
work,” she said. “And if you’re fat 
and you want to work, you’re fat 
when you work.” 

Cook vividly remembered one 
of her first television appearances 
after coming out of the closet as a 
fat person. “I did The Mike Dou¬ 
glas Show almost immediately 
after the Carnegie Hall concert, 
and I was very angry because they 
pulled something I hated at the 
time. I was just about to go on, 
and I was looking at the monitor, 
and they did a split-screen thing 
of me weighing 106 pounds and 
me weighing 206 or whatever it 
was, which was pretty awful. I felt 
I was being treated liked a freak.” 

Even so, critics and audiences 
noticed a voice that was richer and 
more emotionally charged. Wher¬ 
ever it came from, Cook said it 
was not about being liberated 
from a constant concern about 
weight. “John Wilson, a reviewer 
for the New York Times, sort of in¬ 
vented that,” she said. “He even 
wrote that I had said I always felt 
that inside my slim body was a fat 
person trying to get out. Well, 
that’s just total bullshit. 

“You know what’s liberating? 
Getting older is liberating,” she 
continued. “You get to the point 
where you say okay, I’ve done all 
the work on myself that I think 
I’m going to do, and this is it. You 
have to accept the fact that there 
are certain things that are just 
bloody not going to change. This 
is it, folks.” 

With weight gain came a siz¬ 
able gay following, perhaps out of 
identification with this physical 
social taboo that she turned inside 
out. It comes from that “I am what 
I am” quality. “Yeah, there’s a hel¬ 
luva lot of that in my work,” Cook 
said, “a sense that a person had 
gotten through something and 
they’re strong but vulnerable at 
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rock & roll New Year's Eve I

ready a star on Broadway with her 
face on Life magazine when Walt 
Disney chose her to star in A Light 
in the Forest in 1958, lived back 
and forth between coasts until 
about eight years ago, when she 
became a Californian for good. “I 
liked Mr. Disney very much, but I 
never worked with him again.” 
She did, however, undertake an 
impressive career of leading lady 
roles, including the bizarre expe¬ 
rience of being one of two blondes 
(the other was Carroll Baker) who 
portrayed Jean Harlow on film in 
1965. 

What work is she most proud 
of? “I don’t watch my own work. 
I’ve made 52 movies, and if I 
stayed home .and watched my own 
stuff all the time, I’d be a very bor¬ 
ing person. But Bunny Lake Is 
Missing is just an excellent movie 
and holds up very well. I was lucky 
to work with Otto Preminger 
twice [also in The Cardinal ], and 
seeing it I can say, ‘Yes, I did some¬ 
thing.’” 

Booting up 

What about the myth of her 
wardrobe in Poseidon? It’s true, 
Lynley tells me, that she was orig¬ 
inally supposed to be in an 
evening gown, but she eventually 


spent the four months of shooting 
in hot pants. “I had many hot 
pants, because they shrunk. So I 
was forever in wardrobe being fit¬ 
ted for hot pants. Those boots that 
I wore were actually my boots, and 


at the end they had to be cut open 
in the back, because they shrank. 
They had a very secure bottom. 
It’s an old dancers’ trick; you want 
to hang onto whatever shoes you 
feel secure in. The set was wet all 
the time, and there was a danger 
of slipping.” 

The evening gown? “I still have 
it, and it’s a beauty. In fact, I wore 
it to the Castro the last time. Paul 
Zastupnevich did the clothes, and 
he had worked on a lot of Irwin’s 
movies. He is no longer with us. I 
didn’t know he was ill and dying, 
and he kept giving me things. One 
day he gave me this beaded dress, 
and he said, ‘I made it for you to 
wear, and they decided to go in 
another direction.’ I’m going to do 
a silent auction on it in San Fran¬ 
cisco. But I’m not wearing that; 
I’m wearing a silver satin 1930s 
Deco dress. I’m busy working out 
as we speak.” 

I find it remarkable that she’s 
the same size as she was in 1972. 
“I don’t think of it as remarkable, 
but I guess it is.” 

What for her is remarkable 
about the Poseidon experience? 
“The movie has a life of its own. 
People tell me stories about Posei¬ 
don, and I go, ‘What?! Who do you 
think you’re talking to? I was 
there!’ It’s got its own rumor mill. 
I ran into Red [Buttons] a couple 
of months ago, and he said, ‘Did 
you ever think this would happen 
in a million years?’ Someone re¬ 
cently asked me if it was true that 
I bore Red’s love child during the 
filming of Poseidon! And I looked 
at the guy, and my eyes widened a 
little bit, and I said, ‘No!’ And he 
said, ‘Are you sure?’ 

“Recently a very professional 
Fox producer who was working 
on the upcoming New Year’s TV 


special about Poseidon told me the 
story about somebody at the Fox 
Channel who said they had visited 
a bathroom set with all the Fox ex¬ 
ecutives, and the set turned over 
and it rained all of the drek on the 
executives. And I said, ‘What? The 
sets didn’t just flip. They were ei¬ 
ther right side up or upside down. 
They didn’t revolve!’ There’s a 
whole sort of subculture to this!” 

Even Stevens 

Stella Stevens concurs. “After 
more than 30 years, it is even 
more popular than ever.” Stevens, 
who has previously appeared at 
the Castro in conjunction with a 
screening of Jerry Lewis’ The 
Nutty Professor, is looking forward 
to sharing the stage with Lynley. 
They have paired before for Posei¬ 
don revivals and have found audi¬ 
ences uniformly enthusiastic. “A 
man who had seen Titanic but 
who had not seen Poseidon said 
that he liked the earlier film better 
because there were so many more 
people to root for!” 

The outspoken Stevens, whose 
website (www.stellastevens.com) 
reflects her flashy self-promotion 
as a glamorous 64-year-old, with 
some downright naughty pho¬ 
tographs, is a talker. She made his¬ 
tory as a candidate for president in 
1972, running on a free-love and 
legalized marijuana platform. 

As we discussed The Poseidon 
Adventure over the phone, our 
conversation ranged from her 
opinion of critics (“A rattlesnake 
telling an eagle how to fly”) to her 
views on assisted suicide (“We do 
it for our pets, but won’t do it for 
our parents or our loved ones.”) 
Her Mississippi roots have been 
well hidden since she tuned in to 
the culture of words and discov¬ 


ered drama at the University of 
Memphis in the 1950s. Taking a 
week off from her job as a junior 
model at the tea room of a Mem¬ 
phis department store, she met 
Fox executives in New York, and as 
they say, the rest is history. “But 
not a peaceful history,” Stevens 
notes, “and it remains a struggle.” 

Nevertheless, as an actress 
under contract first to Fox, then 
Columbia, then Paramount, she 
worked consistently in Holly¬ 
wood, and she is still in demand 
on the large and small screen, por¬ 
traying a wide variety of lusty 
ladies. She asked me not to put in 
print her comments on the sex 
lives of her leading men, from 
Elvis Presley to Jerry Lewis, be¬ 
cause “I’m not into gossip or 
sleaze. The reason that I’m work¬ 
ing today and have survived in the 
industry is that I have been quiet 
about any kind of affairs that I’ve 
had and the men I’ve been in¬ 
volved with. I don’t want to cash 
in on that. I’ve cashed in on my 
talent.” World-class directors from 
Vincente Minnelli to Sam Peckin¬ 
pah sought her out, and in recent 
years she has turned to directing 
and writing herself. 

Although she lives in Beverly 
Hills (“I’m a Beverly Hills 90210 
girl. Somebody has to live here!”), 
she is a country gal at heart, “crazy 
about wildlife and walks in the 
woods... seclusion.” The choice of 
PAWS (Pets Are Wonderful Sup¬ 
port) as the charity for the Castro 
event is an apt one for Stevens, an 
animal lover and the owner of 
three horses and two cats. One of 
the cats had just terrorized to 
death a small finch before our 
phone call, causing the actress no 
small amount of distress. “I like 
animals better than people, most¬ 
ly. There are only special people I 
can stand to be around for so 
long. I’m lost in life without pets, 
and I must have them around.” 

Cheap shots 

As Linda Rogo, the sexy wife of 
Ernest Borgnine, Stevens stole the 
show from the ensemble cast of 
Oscar winners, including Borg¬ 
nine, Shelley Winters and Gene 
Hackman. “It was a once in a life¬ 
time experience. But we had no 
idea that we were making a clas¬ 
sic! It is not a flawless film, be¬ 
cause it was made so cheaply. 
They said it cost under $6 million, 
but it was actually $5 million for 
14 weeks of shooting.” 

Do the cost-cutting measures 
show? Not in the scene in which 
Stevens, as Linda, takes a dive, but 
she is obviously played by a stunt 
double. I had always thought it 
was a man. “No, actually it was a 
girl named Rodelle Henshaw, who 
is my size and exactly my shape. 
She has large hooters and great 
legs and was a skydiver. She was¬ 
n’t a stuntwoman, but she was cast 
because of her skydiving experi¬ 
ence.” 

What else does she remember 
about making the film? “If there 
was smoke or dirt or fire, it was all 
real and there on the set. All of the 
modern innovations like CGIs 
[computer-generated images] are 
just to me poppycock. 

“I was sent a Polaroid picture 
from some people in New York 
City who had a Poseidon Adventure 
costume party. It was two guys 
wrapped in foil from head to toe, 
and they came as Linda Rogo’s 
suppositories. But, you know, it is 
all in wonderful good fun. 

“Will there be Linda Rogos at 
the Castro?” she asks me. “I hope 
so!” 

No problem, Stella. T

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In a Hong Kong sort of mood 

Ang Lee's 'Crouching Tiger , Hidden Dragon' opens

D irector Ang Lee would not 
be an obvious first choice to 
direct a Hong Kong martial 
arts film, even at a time when the 
genre is practically dead and thus 
ripe for resurrection by a highly 
regarded craftsman like Lee. His 
previous films — Sense and Sensi¬ 
bility and The Ice Storm are two — 
are careful, thoughtful works, but 
also slow and stately to the point 
of torpor, traits that seem inimical 
to the whole HK aesthetic as seen 
in the work of megastars like Jack¬ 
ie Chan and Jet Li; producers and 
directors like Tsui Hark and John 
Woo; and films that cover a vast 
range of styles from the gender¬ 
bending histrionics of the Swords¬ 
man series (starring the queen of 
HK androgyny, Brigitte Lin) to the 
homoerotic bloodbaths of Woo 
( Hard-Boiled, The Killer ) to the 
sweet everyman epics of Jackie 
Chan. 

Lee’s new film, Crouching Tiger, 
Hidden Dragon, opening Friday in 
the Bay Area, is being marketed as 
both a loving homage and a re¬ 
demption of the alleged excesses 
of the HK martial arts movie, a 
questionable exercise, given that 
excess — in the larger-than-life 
characters, stylized violence, and 
dazzling shifts of tone — is a pri¬ 
mary lure of these films. In Lee’s 
words, “People tend to look down 
on the genre. Some may have 
thought it strange that I could just 
drop what I normally do and 
make something like a B-movie. 
And as I was doing it, there was no 
escape. I had to bring in drama, I 
had to bring in women, I had to 
bring in beauty and whatever I 
feel added quality to it. It became 
an Ang Lee movie.” 

The good news is that the atti¬ 
tude behind such patronizing 
statements — drama, women, and 
beauty are hardly rare in HK films 
— is only partly in evidence in 
this “Ang Lee movie,” in the film’s 
tedious, cliche-ridden romantic 
sequences. When Lee (or was it a 
gifted second-unit director?) fo¬ 
cuses on the martial-arts se¬ 
quences, the effect is breathtaking 
indeed, and deserving of all the 
accolades the film is receiving. 

Crouching Tiger, Hidden Drag¬ 
on is based on a pre-World War II 
novel about characters who (in 
spite of Lee’s protests of originali¬ 
ty) will be quite familiar to fans of 
HK’s Golden Age films. Li Mu Bai 
(Chow Yun Fat) is a legendary 
martial artist whose attempts to 
find enlightenment have left him 
disillusioned. He gives away his fa¬ 
mous sword, the Green Destiny, to 
signal a move into a new, nonvio¬ 
lent life. His courier is Yu Shu Lien 
(Michelle Yeoh), another well- 
known fighter who’s been pining 
away for him for years. Shu Lien 
becomes friendly with the aristo¬ 
cratic young Jen Yu (Zhang Ziyi), 
who is secretly a superior 
swordswoman, the lover of the 
desert bandit Lo (Chang Chen), 
and a disciple of the vicious mid¬ 
dle-aged female criminal Jade Fox 
(Cheng Pei Pei). From this setup, 
the film details the theft of the 
Green Destiny, the romantic and 
political intrigues that ensue, and 
the major characters’ life quests: 
Jen for love and power, Li Mu Bai 
for peace, Shu Lien for Li Mu Bai, 
Jade Fox for revenge against all 
men, and Lo for Jen. 

Desert affair 

The film has a muted, elegant 


look that works in its favor to 
transport the viewer to its setting 
of ancient China, meticulously 
recreated. But this rich pictorial- 
ism has a downside: Lee seems to 
be so in love with his composi¬ 
tions and conceits that the film 
slows to a crawl in some se¬ 
quences. A particular offender in 
this regard is a seemingly endless 
diversion in the desert, where the 
love affair between Lo the bandit 
and Jen the captured lady begins. 
Lee exploits the bleak beauty of 
this setting (shot in the Gobi 
desert and the Taklamakan 
Plateau north of Tibet), but even¬ 
tually loses the viewer in the inter¬ 
minable love scenes. 

More successful — indeed, the 
film’s major draw — are the stun¬ 
ningly executed fight scenes. No 
expense was spared in rendering 
these magical sequences, with 
characters scampering up build¬ 
ings, bounding across roofs, and 
flying through treetops. Unlike 
some HK films where the viewer 
gets lost in a battle (not necessar¬ 


ily a bad thing), Crouching Tiger 
keeps all the details clear, giving 
full play to these skilled players’ 
leaps and thrusts, and always in¬ 
cluding a high-angle shot for con¬ 
text. There’s a mix of the fantastic 
and the visceral in these scenes 
that should satisfy fans of both 
styles. Michelle Yeoh executes her 
typical stunningly economical 
moves, while middle-aged Cheng 
Pei Pei is her opposite, relying 
more on brute strength and sheer 
bravado to conquer her enemies. 
Most impressive is Zhang Ziyi, a 
marvel at only 19 (when the film 
was shot two years ago). Her daz¬ 
zling gymnastics put her immedi¬ 
ately in the company of legendary 
predecessors in the field like An¬ 
gela Mao Ying. 

Crouching Tiger hedges its bets 
by featuring Chow Yun Fat and 
Michelle Yeoh, icons of the gold¬ 
en age of HK cinema. But their 
characters are probably the least 
interesting in the film. Chow’s Li 
Mu Bai never transcends the for-

H igh-school dropout. For¬ 
mer bodybuilder and 
model. The original James 
Bond. Indiana Jones’ father. Star 
of over 60 films, Academy Award- 
winner for The Untouchables, and 
70-year-old Scottish Sir. Yes, he’s 
Sir Thomas Sean Connery to us 
now. 

Talk among those in Holly¬ 
wood who are waging early bets 
on the upcoming Academy 
Awards is that Connery, who was 
knighted by the Queen Elizabeth 
last January, will be nominated for 
his performance in the new Gus

Van Sant film, Finding Forrester, as 
what he describes as “the eccentric 
recluse, J.D. Salingeresque” title 
character. 

“I had some input with the 
rewrite of the script,” says Sir 
Sean, who is also one of the film’s 
producers, in his Scottish brogue. 
“I wanted my character to be a bit 
more eccentric than he was in the 
original script. And I didn’t want 
race to be an issue with the film.” 

Finding Forrester begins with 
Connery living in a black neigh¬ 
borhood which has grown up 
around him over many years, sit¬ 
ting in his living-room window, 
staring down at a basketball court 
full of black high school kids. He 
is known to them as “the win¬ 
dow,” since he is always peeking 
from behind a curtain with binoc¬ 
ulars to watch their every move. 
When Jamal (Rob Brown), one of 
the kids who has just been re¬ 
cruited by an elite Manhattan 
prep school for his brilliance on 
and off the basketball court, 
sneaks into the window’s apart¬ 
ment one night on a dare, and ac¬ 
cidentally leaves behind his back¬ 
pack full of writings, they both get 
something unexpected in return. 

“Compelled to look past skin 
color and suppositions, Jamal en¬ 
counters his first fan and a men¬ 
tor who will challenge and change 
him forever. And Forrester has his

first reason in years to emerge 
from his self-imposed solitude,” 
Connery reflects. “It’s just fantas¬ 
tic, the idea of an aging, cranky 
character becoming the mentor 
and friend of a young boy, a black 
teenager.” 

Mentor room 

Comparisons between Con¬ 
nery’s Forrester and the reclusive 
Salinger are slight in relation to 
the lines that will be drawn be¬ 
tween Van Sant’s Good Will Hunt¬ 
ing and his latest film. “I’m not too 
concerned,” says Van Sant, “about 
what comparisons people are 
going to make between [them]. 
Yes, they both deal with high- 
school-age boys who are some¬ 
what in a bind, and who find older 
men to mentor them, but they 
couldn’t be more different films. 

“The funny thing,” he adds, “is 
that both scripts appeared out of 
nowhere and were by first-time 
writers. They both had unique set¬ 
tings, and that’s why I chose to di¬ 
rect both of them. I find Forrester 
to be a logical progression from 
and natural extension of Good 
Will Hunting.” 

Van Sant, 48, openly gay and 
somewhat unusual (greased- 
down hair; not very talkative until 
he gets to know you, it seems; and 
not a very spiffy dresser), was 


nominated for Best Director for 
Good Will Hunting, and perhaps 
has a chance at a second nomina¬ 
tion with Forrester. He is known 
best for his gritty, documentary- 
style films. 

“Everyone who worked on 
Good Will Hunting was surprised 
at how commercially successful it 
was. [It made moire than $130 
million at the US box office 
alone.] At the time, Matt Damon 
and Ben Affleck were no names at 
the box office, and I hadn’t direct¬ 
ed anything that grossed more 
than a few million dollars.” 

Ironically, the only Van Sant 
film before Hunting that made any 
noticeable dent at the box office 
was To Die For, which starred 
Nicole Kidman and was based on 
the Pamela Smart story, and was 
written by Salinger’s former lover 
Joyce Maynard. Other Van Sant 
films include Drugstore Cowboy, 
My Own Private Idaho, Even Cow¬ 
girls Get the Blues (“which I hear 
they show a lot at lesbian bars 
throughout the world,” he says), 
and the carbon-copy remake of 
Psycho, which “I am not embar¬ 
rassed about having made two 
years ago.” 

Cut to the chase 

Connery is glad to finally be in 
a film where he can play someone 
his own age. “It’s one of the few 
films I have been in where I am 
not running around chasing or 
being chased by someone,” he 
says, laughing. 

The biggest task with Forrester 
was the casting of Jamal. The film¬ 
makers needed to find a 16-year- 
old black boy who could project 
intelligence, play basketball and be

mulaic dispirited hero wandering 
pathetically through a world he 
doesn’t feel part of. The glorious 
Michelle Yeoh is mostly decora¬ 
tive, full of winsome glances and 
stony stares, but finally unaffect¬ 
ing. The film ultimately belongs to 
Zhang Ziyi, brilliant as the 
schizoid Jen, and, in her unfortu¬ 
nately limited screen-time, to 


able to hold his own in scenes op¬ 
posite Connery. 

Rob Brown, who had no acting 
experience before Forrester, ap¬ 
peared out of nowhere after a na¬ 
tionwide search in which thou¬ 
sands of would-be actors and real 
actors were auditioned. “My 
biggest fear was having to play op¬ 
posite Bustah Rhymes,” Brown 
says of the singer who plays his 
older brother in the film. 

“He was not concerned at all, 
nor did he have any difficulty car¬ 
rying his own weight, playing op¬ 
posite Connery. In [Brown’s] 
world, Bustah is the man,” says 
producer Lawrence Mark. “So of 
course he was more nervous 
working with him than Sean Con¬ 
nery. He grew up on Bustah’s 
music.” 

Van Sant decided to use his 
“Will Hunting,” Matt Damon, in a 
cameo towards the very end of 
Forrester. “The idea of using Matt 
was to take a breather from the 
film,” he says. “Using him clears 
the air and sets up the new tone it 
needs right at that point. Audi¬ 
ences can look and say, ‘Wow. 
There’s Matt,’ and allow them¬ 
selves to get ready for what is 
about to happen next.” 

While there is no other feature- 
length film on Van Sant’s agenda 
at the moment, he will probably 
continue to make short films and 
direct music videos. His eclectic 
array of clients includes David 
Bowie, Elton John, and Hanson, 
whose Weird video was one of 
1998’s most requested on MTV. ▼

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Gentility and strength 

The career of actress Olivia de Havilland 
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by Tavo Amador 


I t’s easier playing ruthless 
women than kind ones. The 
former win awards, while the 
latter are forgotten. But Olivia de 
Havilland is a great exception to 
that rule. Best remembered as dul¬ 
cet Melanie in 1939’s Gone With 
the Wind (playing the Castro The¬ 
ater on Wednesday, December 
27), her work is characterized by 
refinement, incisiveness, indepen¬ 
dence, and warmth. Beautiful 
when young and handsome in 
maturity, she wasn’t just another 
pretty face. No matter how nice 
her character, she showed the 
complexity hidden by good man¬ 
ners; as the occasional villainess, 
she was delicious. In a 50-year ca¬ 
reer, de Havilland capitalized on 
good material and did wonders 
with poor scripts, a claim few stars 
can make. In real life, she sued 
Warner Bros, when they extended 
her contract to cover time spent 
on suspension. She won, showing 
the strength behind her good 
breeding. Today’s stars earning 
millions per film owe her much. 

Olivia Mary de Havilland was 
born in Tokyo in 1916, to upper- 
class British parents. Sister Joan 
Fontaine followed a year later. 
While the girls were young, their 
parents divorced. Mother and 
daughters moved to Saratoga, Cal¬ 
ifornia. While attending Mills 
College, Olivia was hired by famed 
director Max Reinhardt to under¬ 
study Hermia in his stage produc¬ 
tion of A Midsummer Night's 
Dream (1935). On opening night, 
she replaced the star, then repeat¬ 
ed the role in his film. (James 
Cagney was Bottom, Mickey 
Rooney, Puck,) 

Warners contracted her for 
seven years, rushing her into The 
Irish in Us, Alibi Ike, and Captain 
Blood, all 1935. The last was the 
first of seven with Errol Flynn. 
The following year she charmed 
Frederic March’s Anthony Adverse 
and joined Flynn for The Charge 
of the Light Brigade. In 1937, she 
made Call It a Day, It's Love I'm 
After (her first with lifetime friend 
Bette Davis), and The Great Gar¬ 
rick. The next year she was mem¬ 
orable as Maid Marian opposite 
Flynn in The Adventures of Robin 
Hood, a movie that remains fresh 
and enchanting, capturing de 
Havilland’s rare combination of 
beauty and resourcefulness. Rou¬ 
tine fare followed: Gold Is Where 
You Find It, Four’s a Crowd, and 
Hard To Get. In 1939, she got 
Wings of the Navy, spent A Day in 
Santa Anita, met Flynn in Dodge 
City, and was Davis’s radiant rival 
for him in Elizabeth and Essex. 

On Cukor’s side 

Before finding his Scarlett 
O’Hara, producer David Selznick 
borrowed de Havilland for 
Melanie. Like Vivien Leigh, she 
proved an inspired choice. Six 
decades later, it’s clear de Havil¬ 
land’s talent makes the character 
believable, supporting Margaret 
Mitchell’s insistence that Melanie 
is the novel’s heroine. The scene 
when she spies Leslie Howard re¬ 
turning from the war is a marvel. 
(She and Leigh vehemently 
protested Selznick’s replacing gay 
director George Cukor with Vic¬ 
tor Fleming, reportedly at Clark 
Gable’s insistence. Nonetheless, 
both actresses secretly rehearsed 
with Cukor throughout filming.) 
She earned a Best Supporting Ac¬ 
tress Oscar nomination, losing to 
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Olivia de Havilland as Lady 
Penelope Gray in The Private 
Lives of Elizabeth and Essex 

co-star Hattie McDaniel. 

She glowed opposite David 
Niven’s Raffles, made My Love 
Came Back, and rode the Santa Fe 
Trail with Flynn (all 1940). In 
1941, she and Flynn starred in 
They Died with their Boots On; 
better roles followed: she was su¬ 
perb competing for Cagney with 
Rita Hayworth’s The Strawberry 
Blonde, and movingly in love with 
Charles Boyer in Hold Back the 
Dawn. The latter brought a Best 
Actress nomination, but she lost 
to sister Fontaine in Suspicion. 

Next year she suffered abuse 
from Davis In This Our Life, then 
realized Henry Fonda was The 
Male Animal; in 1943, she played 
herself in Thank Your Lucky Stars, 
then was Princess O’Rourke and a 
Government Girl, ending her con¬ 
tract. Or so she thought. The stu¬ 
dio disagreed, and the court battle 
kept her off-screen for three years; 
she toured the country selling war 
bonds. After she prevailed, Warn¬ 
ers released a dim biography of 
the Brontes, Devotion (1946), 
which had been filmed years earli¬ 
er. She played Charlotte. She was 
The Well-Groomed Bride, splen¬ 
didly played good and bad twins 
in a fine thriller, The Dark Mirror, 
then had a smash with To Each His 
Own, winning the Best Actress 
Oscar for her out-of-wedlock 
mother, a restrained portrayal. 

In 1948, she stunned audiences 
with her harrowing portrait of in¬ 
sanity in The Snake Pit, earning 
the New York Film Critics Award, 
but losing the Oscar to Jane 
Wyman’s Johnny Belinda. Her 
Catherine Sloper in The Heiress 
(1949), from Henry James’ Wash¬ 
ington Square, garnered another 
Best Actress Oscar and New York 
Film Critics prize. Realizing her 
suitor (Montgomery Clift) is a 
fortune-hunter and recalling her 
harsh father, she says, “Yes, I can 
be cruel. I have been taught by 
masters” — simultaneously chill¬ 
ing and heartbreaking. 


Maurier’s novel, then played her¬ 
self in Main Street to Broadway 
(1953). She was That Lady, went 
blonde for Not as a Stranger 
(billed over Robert Mitchum and 
Frank Sinatra), both 1955, 
sparkled as The Ambassador’s 
Daughter (1956), was Alan Ladd’s 
poignant pioneer wife in The 
Proud Rebel (1958), then commit¬ 
ted Libel (1959). 

In 1961, she and Fonda starred 
on Broadway in A Gift of Time, 
and the next year she beautifully 
played the mother of a mentally 
limited daughter in A Light in the 
Piazza. She was terrorized by 
hoodlum James Caan in Lady in a 
Cage, but her determination over¬ 
came his brutality. At Davis’ insis¬ 
tence, she replaced an ill Joan 
Crawford in Hush Hush Sweet 
Charlotte (1964): her bitch had an 
understated silkiness that con¬ 
trasted nicely with Davis’ scenery- 
chewing. She sipped Katherine 
Anne Porter’s Noon Wine for tele¬ 
vision in 1966. 

She was one of The Adventur¬ 
ers (1970) and the Mother Superi¬ 
or in 1972’s Pope Joan, departed 
from Airport 77, and she, Michael 
Caine and Fonda fled killer bees in 
1978’s The Swarm. The Fifth Mus¬ 
keteer (1979) cast her as Queen 
Anne. On television, she proved 
Murder Is Easy, played the Queen 
Mother in The Romance of Charles 
'and Diana (both 1982), was 
Dowager Empress Marie in 1986’s 
Anastasia: The Mystery of Anna, 
traveled North and South II and 
was Mrs. Simpson’s Aunt Bessie in 
The Woman He Loved (1988). 

In 1955 she married Paris 
Match editor Pierre Galante and 
moved to the French capital, 
where she remains a beacon in the 
City of Light. She published a 
1963 memoir of life there, Every 
Frenchman Has One (a liver), and 
is reportedly writing her autobi¬ 
ography. It would be a compelling 
story, one she would tell with the 
sensitivity, grace, and candor that 
are the hallmarks of her work. ▼ 


Broadway bound 

At her peak, de Havilland left 
Hollywood for Broadway, starring 
in Romeo and Juliet and Candida, 
to mixed notices. She returned to 
the cameras as 1952’s My Cousin 
Rachel, excellent in this unevenly 
scripted version of Daphne Du-

T he fat lady--or rather, four 
men and a woman in black 
robes — has sung. Gore’s 
been gored, the Shrub is planted, 
it’s all over except for CNN’s Chris 
Matthews shouting. Fasten your 
seatbelts, kids, it’s going to be a 
bumpy four years. 

The pivotal events of the last 
five weeks were made much more 
stunning by the eyewitness of tele¬ 
vision. Though we often hate TV, 
this is what it does best: brings 
history into our living rooms with 
stunning immediacy. The past few 
weeks have provided riveting pol¬ 
itics, as well as the best TV minis¬ 
eries since I, Claudius. The only 
missing intrigue — no poison in 
anyone’s food or drink (sadly). 

Of course, we’re in mourning 
— for democracy. Like US 
Supreme Court Justice John Paul 
Stevens, we lament the loss of any 
shred of impartiality in the judi¬ 
ciary. If the five justices who hand¬ 
ed the election to Bush — which 
he did not win — knew as much 
about the Constitution and Arti¬ 
cles of Confederation as they 
claim, they’d know that, in our 
governmental checks and bal¬ 
ances, the judicial branch of gov¬ 
ernment is supposed to be the im¬ 
partial branch which mitigates the 
partisan nature of the other two. 
Tell it to Rehnquist, Scalia, 
Thomas, Kennedy and O’Connor. 

We watched every moment of 
their crayon-drawing heads 
querying attorneys for Bush and 
Gore. Despite having spent sever¬ 
al years in our previous incarna¬ 
tion covering the High Court in 
Washington, we haven’t seen such 
a bad decision since Bowers v. 
Hardwick. That case was about the 
right to get fucked up the ass in 
private, this one makes a public 
ass-fuck de rigueur. 

We’d like to remind casual 
court observers (that would be 
99.9% of Americans before last 
week) that the conservatives on 
the Rehnquist court have never 
before used equal protection as an 


argument for anything. If they 
had, 39 of the 40 people executed 
in Texas this year would still be 
alive.

TV also gives us that instant- 
replay action so useful for hoisting 
people on their own petards. Our 
favorite come-back-to-bite-you 
quote was James Baker on every 
network November 9 stating un¬ 
equivocally, “This election will not 
be won in the courts.” The Bush 
team filed the first briefs the next 
day. 

Class act 

Speaking of history, Gore 
made it again with his poignant, 
witty and gracious concession 
speech. Not only did Gore win the 
popular vote by just under 
400,000 votes, not only did he by 
all accounts — except those who 
stole the election — win in Flori¬ 
da, but he also won top ratings for 
his speech, which garnered 66.2 
million viewers to Bush’s 63.4 mil¬ 
lion viewers. Even in the ratings, 
Gore won.

Does Barbara Bush 
choose her clothes, or does she 
just get them right from the Up¬ 
holstery Today catalogue? What 
was that outfit she was wearing?

Laura’s Secret Service code 
name is certainly a misnomer: 
Tempo. We think not. Dubya’s — 
Tumbler — seems a tad subtle. Is 
it a reference to his past alco¬ 
holism, or how he falls all over his 
words every time he talks? We are 
intrigued by Jeb “I told Dubya I’d 
win him Florida by hook or by 
crooks.” His SS name is “Tripper.” 
Does he have a hidden acid past? 

And how creepy is it that Bush 
Sr. and Bar are going to be hang¬ 
ing with Dubya at the White 
House? How many 55-year-olds 
want their parents living with 
them? Or is this just reality clos¬ 
ing in — Bush Sr. will be the real 
prez and Dubya the figurehead. 

Will we ever see the Bush 
twins? Will we ever learn their 
names? Do they actually exist? 

Slacker prez 

Meanwhile, insiders were ex¬ 
plaining Bush’s leadership style on 
the news and tabloid talks post¬ 
coup as being delegatory. Accord¬ 
ing to his staff in Austin, he goes 
to work early, leaves early and 
takes long breaks in the middle of 
the day to exercise and go run¬ 
ning. In other words, he’s a lazy 
ass who doesn’t know how to do 
an honest day’s work.

Meanwhile, John McCain 
(who says he’s bitter?) plans to 
propose campaign finance reform 
January 22, which should screw 
the Shrub right and proper from 
the get-go. We hear the gears of 
gridlock grinding already. 

Or maybe that was simply the 
sound of John Goodman plum¬ 
meting irretrievably in the ratings. 
The queer chubby-chaser sitcom 
Normal, Ohio (we told you it was¬ 
n’t funny) has been put on hiatus 
by Fox. Setsiders say it isn’t likely 
to return. 

Alas, for all those queens 
whose guilty pleasure has been the 
fabulously shallow Aaron Spelling 
soaper Titans, NBC insiders in¬ 
form The Lavender Tube that the 
show is over and out. The move to 
Monday nights signaled the death 
knell as the numbers fell by sever¬ 
al million viewers in one week.

Say hello to Julian Schnabel and Javier Bardem

weigh the usual difficulties of dra¬ 
matizing the life of a writer. Born 
into rural poverty in 1943, with 
the soul of a poet and the body of 
a hustler, the writer was carried 
away by the tides of revolution in 
the 1950s. Eight of his nine novels 
were banned in Cuba and pub¬ 
lished abroad, including Before 
Night Falls. He became a fugitive 
because of his illegal internation¬ 
al writings, and he spent two years 
in the 1970s in El Morro prison, 
where he survived by writing let¬ 
ters to the wives and lovers of the 
illiterate criminals. In 1980, Cas¬ 
tro allowed homosexuals and the 
mentally ill to leave Cuba, and 
Arenas expatriated to New York 
City. He lived there until his death 
from AIDS in 1990. 

Julian Schnabel has accom¬ 
plished something remarkable 
with Before Night Falls. The direc¬ 
tor, whose only previous film 
credit is Basquiat, does not suc¬ 
cumb to the pitfalls of other het¬ 
erosexual filmmakers who have 
failed to get the gay world right 
on-screen. Think of Clint East¬ 
wood’s mangling of the gay 
essence of Midnight in the Garden 
of Good and Evil. 

Lyric steps 

A genuine eccentric in his own 
right (the rotund artist dresses in 
flowing sarongs), Schnabel has 
taken on an unlikely project and 
produced a lyrical film filled with 
just the right gay sensibilities. He 
does not miss a step in his depic¬ 
tion of the gay subculture in Cuba 
or the behavior of its inhabitants. 
Before Night Falls, like the Arenas 
memoir that inspired it, is the 
story of a sexual revolution that 
accompanied the “other” revolu¬ 
tion in Cuba. From the early 
scenes of Arenas’ homosexual 
awakening (a hilarious underwa¬ 
ter ballet showing the young man 
with snorkeling gear examining 
other men’s crotches up close) to a 
Felliniesque cross-dressing party,

R einaldo Arenas was born on 
a mud-caked farm in eastern 
Cuba; he died in a New York 
City walkup apartment, of com¬ 
plications from AIDS. Arenas pro¬ 
duced eight novels, hundreds of 
poems and short stories, and over 
5,000 orgasms. Before Night Falls 
is a memoir he wrote in short 
bursts, while on the lam from Cas¬ 
tro’s secret police. The book de¬ 
scribes the clarity a great writer 
can achieve during the last rays of 
the sun and before the onset of the 
much longer night at life’s end. 

Arenas felt that the real Cuban 
Revolution was the great sexual 
awakening of the island nation’s 
young men — who increasingly 
found each other on beaches, in 
toilets, on crowded buses or 
trains, in or out of uniform — as 
if the dictator’s cries for order, the 
Maximum Leader’s marathon 
speeches were in themselves some 
kind of aphrodisiac. It’s almost as 
if the regime’s own neurotic 
machismo became a siren cry for 
its opposite. 

“I think that the sexual revolu¬ 
tion in Cuba actually came about 
as a result of the existing sexual re¬ 
pression,” wrote Arenas. “Perhaps 
as a protest against the regime, ho- 


ous film, Basquiat, captured the 
comet-like life of graffiti artist 
Jean-Michel Basquiat, remembers 
seeing a BBC documentary fea¬ 
turing Arenas. “He was so charm¬ 
ing and funny. I never thought I 
was going to get the rights to Be¬ 
fore Night Falls, because his friend 
Lazaro Gomez Carriles was 
watching the book like a Chinese 
guard dog.” 

Because he’s neither Cuban 
nor gay, Schnabel feels that his 
take on Arenas, while less sexually 
or politically charged, gives a bal¬ 
anced portrayal of an artist never 
really at home on or off his fecund 
island. Tellingly, Arenas’ book 
opens with an act of congress with 
Cuba itself. “I was two. I was 
standing there, naked. I bent 
down and licked the earth. The 
first taste I remember is the taste 
of the earth... [I] ate dirt in the 
shed. The shed was the place next 
to the house where the animals 
slept, that is, the horses, the cows, 
the pigs, the chickens, the sheep.” 
In the first 30 pages, Arenas de¬ 
scribes virtually every sexual act 
possible with each of these beasts. 


Schnabel is tuned in to the gay ex¬ 
perience. 

Nor does the director make 
other expected decisions in his de¬ 
piction of the colorful Caribbean 
island behind the Iron Curtain in 
the 1950s and ’60s. The sounds of 
a mambo nightclub are erased 
and replaced with a lyrical cello 
track, playing like a voiceover 
from Arenas’s mind, which often 
occupies a space far distant from 
his physical surroundings. The 
scene of “undesirables” leaving 
Cuba in droves during the 1980 
Mariel Harbor boatlift plays like a 
documentary. Whatever direction 
the actors were given makes them 
seem truly like real political 
refugees, rather than actors and 
extras milling about a set in Mex¬ 
ico. Such successes are not to be 
taken for granted, but are the 
telling signs of a fine director. 

French heartthrob Olivier 
Martinez ( Horseman on the Roof) 
portrays L&zaro Gomez Carriles, 
who first appears as a straight, 
Speedo-clad hunk whom Arena 
propositions on the beach, only to 
be punched in the nose. G6mez 
reappears later in Arenas’ life, be¬ 
coming his best friend and pro¬ 
tege. The real-life writer co-au¬ 
thored the screenplay of Before 
Night Falls. 

Two cameos by big-name Hol¬ 
lywood stars will broaden the au¬ 
dience for the film. Sean Penn is 
almost unrecognizable as Cuco 
Sanchez, with gold teeth and a 
cheesy Cuban accent. And Johnny 
Depp gets the best photo ops in 
the splashy dual roles of a sadistic, 
macho prison lieutenant who is 
not above rubbing his crotch in 
the face of a gay prisoner, and as 
Bon Bon, a cross-dressing inmate 
whose unique anatomical gifts 
allow him/her to smuggle Arenas’ 
book manuscripts out of jail. 

Theatrically, the film loses its 
way after Arenas’ arrival in New 
York, where he fails to find par¬ 
adise. After a brief moment of ex¬ 
hilaration, memorably symbol¬ 
ized by a joyful scene of snowfall 
landing on the two men at the' 
bottom of a forest of skyscrapers,

mosexuality began to flourish 
with ever-increasing defiance. 
Moreover, since the dictatorship 
was considered evil, anything it 
proscribed was seen in a positive 
light by the nonconformists, who 
in the ’60s were already almost the 
majority. I honestly believe that 
the concentration camps for ho¬ 


mosexuals, and the police officers 
disguised as willing young men to 
entrap and arrest homosexuals, 
actually resulted in the promotion 
of homosexual activities.” 

Painter Julian Schnabel didn’t 
know who Arenas was until he 
had already been dead for five 
years. Schnabel, whose only previ-

Arenas was proudly a lover of all 
creatures, a writer without senti¬ 
mentality, a passionate partisan of 
neither the right nor the left. His 
rural eastern Cuba was no peace¬ 
able kingdom, but indeed a par¬ 
adise lost. 

Toned down? 

Schnabel has already been at¬ 
tacked for toning down Arenas’ 
unstoppable libido. Could even 
Pasolini have done full justice to 
Reinaldo’s Havana after dark? “To 
enter a movie theatre was to figure 
out whom we would sit next to... 
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Before Night Falls opens Friday 
at the Lumiere.

Arenas and G6mez face a reality 
which reflects the poverty of their 
early years in Cuba. At this point, 
the screenplay loses steam, and the 
literary accomplishments of the 
protagonist are lost in the bathos 
of his struggles as an immigrant. 

But there are sublime mo¬ 
ments before this falling off. One 
senses danger in the scene of a 
young mother and her son, who is 
approached by a stranger who of¬ 
fers him some money, but the na¬ 
ture of the relationship between 
the man and boy is held until 
nearly the end of the film. Our 
hero is tortured by a sadistic 
prison guard, who forces Arenas 
to perform a sort of fellatio on his 
pistol. And an enormous hot air 
balloon fills the interior of a roof¬ 
less, abandoned convent, tantaliz- 
ingly representing the possibility 
of escape from Cuba. Before Night 
Falls transports the viewer to an¬ 
other world, and does the author 
proud. ▼

Farewell, de Young 

A venerable art museum is about to come down in Golden Gate 
Park, making way for a spiffy new one to go up, and as ever 
in San Francisco the art world goes ’round and ’round, deliri¬ 
ous with the desire to rank high in international stature. 

The fierce criticism that initially greeted plans for the new, seis- 
mically sound M.H. de Young Memorial Museum building, de¬ 
signed by renowned architects Herzog Sc de Meuron, has largely 
died down, while those who sing the new museum’s hosannas are 
legion. Objections to the new museum’s tower — that it’s too tall 
and out of character with the park’s “natural” setting (ignoring that 
the park is entirely man-made) — have dwindled to mere gripes. 

The overall scheme, with a long, low, airy profile offset at one 
end by the imposing tower accommodating art-education classes 
and topped by an observation deck, has been derided by grumblers 
as resembling an aircraft carrier. Yet the local art community, in¬ 
cluding docents, collectors, architects, landscape architects, educa¬ 
tors, students and working artists passionately defend the new de¬ 
sign. Even SFMOMA’s curator of design and architecture, Aaron 
Betsky, spoke up a recent Planning Commission hearing, arguing 
in favor of the Herzog & de Meuron plan, even though the new de 
Young clearly rivals SFMOMA in beauty, utility, and prestige. 

Harry Parker, director of the city’s fine-arts museums, ardently 
worked for the new building, eloquently promoting it as a state-of- 
the-art facility “constructed of lightly-hued, natural materials to 
resonate with the museum’s surroundings and create a seamless 
transition between indoor and outdoor space.” 

Inauguration of the new edifice and its lovely landscaped 
grounds (designed by Walter Hood) is planned for sometime in 
2005. Meanwhile the old structure sits there, soon to be torn down, 
its structural integrity hopelessly compromised by the 1989 Loma 
Prieta earthquake. The thousands who visited its galleries will al¬ 
ways remember the old de Young’s rather somber, claustrophobic 
feel, its aged dignity, its dim corridors. It seemed musty and funky 
and fun, but hardly a first-rate place for art. 

Before the old deYoung closes for good on Dec. 31, the public 
has a last chance to pay its respects. A series of farewell events is 
planned for the week of Dec. 26-31, ranging from kids’ art activi¬ 
ties (10:30 a.m.-noon daily), to live music and docent tours, to an 
all-night (12 a.m.-11 a.m.) ceremonial “Rites of Passage” party on 
Dec. 31 with West African, Pacific Islander, California Native Amer¬ 
ican, Guatemalan and Aztec music and dance. The old de Young 
closes at 5 p.m. that Sunday, making way for a breath of fresh air.

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Meaty matters

T out le monde turned out at 
the Symphony last week to 
hear David Daniels’ am¬ 
brosial voice take flight in reper¬ 
tory unusual for a countertenor. 
And all concurred with the 
proclamation he made in one 
Ravel song: “Tout gai!” Hit the nail 
on the head, that one, even if the 
program note somewhat ingenu¬ 
ously translated it as “Every¬ 
one’s joyous.” Then, as 
Daniels brought his man¬ 
ful delicacy and piquant 
personal touches to 
Berlioz’ Les Nuit d’ete, I 
thought to myself, “The 
more he unleashes his 
Inner 
Queen, the 
higher he’s 
going to 
soar.” 

Daniels’ flight on this occasion 
was circumscribed only by the 
strange omission of fully half the 
Berlioz cycle. The singer content¬ 
ed himself — but certainly not his 
fans — by singing only the three 
songs the composer had sanc¬ 
tioned for the male voice. But as 
Daniels doesn’t have a traditional 
male voice anyway, why didn’t he 
just lunge for the whole thing? 

Perhaps he could take a lesson 
from Michel Lucas, the Russian 
Emigre who shot to porn super¬ 
stardom at Falcon Studios, and 
then left abruptly to produce and 
direct his own videos. Michel’s 
first video was Back in the Saddle, 
released on video early in 1999 
and available now on DVD. It was 
greeted ecstatically, but on later 
reflection doesn’t seem all that 
memorable despite the skill it dis¬ 
plays. It’s good only by the mid¬ 
dling standards of other porn, 
whose conventions Michel tried to 
follow. But his attempt at mean¬ 
ingful plot is jumbled with disori¬ 
enting flashbacks, the video’s in¬ 
sistently thumping music is an ir¬ 
ritating distraction, and a fury of 
editing shreds some ostensibly ef¬ 
fective sex scenes. 

But in his four subsequent 
films, as Michel seems to be show¬ 
ing less concern for what he 
thought was expected of him, his 
work has gained identity, effec¬ 
tiveness, and stature. You’ll re¬ 
member how I enthused several 
months ago over Michel’s newest 
and best video, Restless (BAR, Au¬ 
gust 31,2000). And that’s not just 


because I have the incredible hots 
for its star, the milky-skinned and 
statuesquely hung young hump 
Carlos Morales. The video deliv¬ 
ers in full the elements which I can 
now see, after backtracking to 
Michel’s previous videos, have be¬ 
come the estimable hallmarks of 
his style. 

Intimate relations 

Shooting Stars and Homebodies 
were released shortly after Back in 
the Saddle. In the first, 
Lucas relieved himself 
of narrative altogeth¬ 
er, simply appearing 
onscreen as a porn 
entrepreneur who 
matches up pairs of 
performers and lets 
them go at 
it. After 
thus re¬ 
lieving his 
perform¬ 
ers of the need to act, Lucas in his 
next video, Homebodies, retrieved 
the romantic connections be¬ 
tween characters he had attempt¬ 
ed in his first video. Yet now the 
format is streamlined, and strictly 
linear: a couple quarrel, and while 



testing the bounds of love and 
commitment with other partners, 
reaffirm their relationship. That 
the Homebodies couple were the 
youthfully suave Roberto Visto 
and broadly-dicked blond Scott 
Matthews helped a lot, as did 
Lucas’ rejection of both commer¬ 
cial background music and fash¬ 
ionable abrupt editing. Whether 
with their spouses or fuckbuddies, 
Lucas’ stars make love. And they 
do it in long-held takes, unimped¬ 
ed by too much editing, and with 
only the enchantingly lubricious 


sounds of lovemaking to be heard. 
By not urging his performers to¬ 
ward the usual porn fuck dialogue 
(“Take that big dick,” “You like 
that, don’t ya?”), and by encour¬ 
aging the strength of their person¬ 
al connection, Lucas achieves in 
several scenes of each video a 
quality almost always lacking in 
porn: intimacy. 

Love for Sale, released later in 
1999, depicts two newly arrived 
young men seeking their way in 
the big city. They go to work for 
an escort agency, which is an easy 
set-up for sex scenes, but which 
Lucas uses to trace the boys’ real¬ 
izations about the meaning of 
their friendship as they have sex 
with strangers, and, in one telling 
scene, as they have sex with each 
other at a stranger’s orders. With¬ 
out leaning on it, Lucas says a lot. 

If Lucas’ lighting is unusually 
bright, it still has a translucent 
feel that softens the harshness of 
New York. And if he can’t make 
anything cumulative out of the 
eye-popping incidents that fill the 
single orgy in each video, they’re 
peopled with a lusty mix of eth¬ 
nic types that typifies an inner- 
city sexuality without stereotyp¬ 
ing it. 

But Lucas excels in the fervent 
duos and energetic trios that pep¬ 
per his movies. Although they are 
rarely longer than the couplings in 
other movies, their relaxed pacing 
and editing, as well as their calm 
sound world, make them seem 
more leisurely and rewarding. 
And then, of course, there are 
Lucas’ cast members. These in¬ 
clude the barrel chest and dick of 
Logan Reed (commandeering as 
either top or bottom in several of 
the films), the nasty Rick Allen, a 
collegiate Cameron Taylor, slack¬ 
er Johnny Davis, guy next door 
Mitch Ryder, the aforesaid wonder 
of Carlos Morales, and a host of 
very special newcomers. These in¬ 
clude a couple of beautiful African 
Americans, and a bevy of musky 
Russian, Puerto Rican, Italian, and 
Hispanic men. Like the guys in a 
Kristen Bjorn video, they all share 
a similar cock type; in Lucas’ case, 
it’s long, broad and meaty. 

Watching Michel Lucas’ videos 
in succession, you see that the 
more idiosyncratically, the less 
conventionally he has made his 
films, the better they’ve become. 
As for Mr. Daniels, perhaps I’m a 
little too eager to hail a Sylvester 
of the Symphony. But listen to me, 
David: You go, girl! ▼

Black is beautiful 


Homoerotic, Afro-erotic cartooning

The Brothers of New Essex: Afro 
Erotic Adventures by Belasco; 
Cleis Press, $24.95 

H ere’s a gay erotic cartoon¬ 
ing event of profound soci¬ 
ological import. But since 
I’m not the guy to start trolling 
around all that academic stuff, let 
me just give you a heads up. Be¬ 
lasco is here. 

The chances are more than 
likely that if you’re a white guy, 
you’ve never seen GBM, the mag¬ 
azine which has published a hand¬ 
ful of Belasco’s self-described “Afro 
Erotic Adventures.” You may have 
seen one or both of his longer- 
form stories in recent editions of 
the Meatmen collection. But by 
and large, Belasco is as unknown 
as the actual identity of the man 
who writes and draws this brazen, 
brilliant comic. This lavish collec¬ 
tion, 176 pages in a generously 
oversized format, collects all the 
artist’s work of his first five years, 
making for a “debut” that will be 
as surprising to most people for 
the quantity and quality of a pre¬ 
viously unknown body of work as 
it will be for the provocative, exu¬ 
berant sexuality of the big and 
beautiful black brothers it depicts. 

Belasco is the nom de porn of 
an animation director of a weekly 
TV series, who was inspired to 
draw his comix by the absence he 
noted in gay publications of af¬ 
firming representations of African 
American men. He was “floored” 
by the immediate and strong re¬ 
sponse to what he calls “my Mar¬ 
vel comic-y rendered examples of 
b-boys, ruffnecks and buppies.” 
No doubt, you’ll be floored, too, 
by the bold blacks and whites of 
his panels, which boil with veloc¬ 
ity, and by the intensity and pas¬ 
sion of the sex he depicts. 

Like the best pornographers, 
Belasco knows just how provoca¬ 
tive an irreverent sense of humor 


can be. In the first comic in the 
collection, a Sunday worshipper is 
drawn outside the church for 
some copulation with the garden¬ 
er, as the choir inside bursts forth 
its Hosannahs. Later, in “The Trial 
of the Century,” Belasco has OJ 
and his chief prosecutor locked 
together in a new kind of interro¬ 
gation in the Men’s Room at the 
trial. But my favorite bit of Belas¬ 
co irreverence comes in one mas¬ 
sively overwhelming full-page 
cum shot. Gripped in the near-re¬ 
ligious ecstasy of their simultane¬ 
ous shooting, three brothers testi¬ 
fy as their jiz soars: “Oh, sweet 
Jesus Christ Almighty!,” “Hail 
Mary Full of Grace!” and lastly, 
“Doobala bibibolbla klikiblujaba 
Bazzth!” A footnote winkingly 
tags these responses as Baptist, 
Catholic, and Pentecostal. 

After-school special 

But Belasco’s delicious wit 
takes a complementary second 
place to his plain old ability to 
arouse. This he does with an ini¬ 
tial casualness that startles with 
the quick onset of a fierce intensi¬ 
ty, in several disarmingly sweet 
real-life stories. Like the one 
where Gran’ma slyly observes her 
grandson and his buddy make out 
in the dude’s bedroom after 
school one afternoon. Or a more 
hard-edged episode that reveals 
one brother’s dope-induced fan¬ 
tasies. And there’s mighty fun after 
the award ceremony in the roomy 
interior of a limo, when the night’s 
number one soul group drags a 
pedestrian into their limo, to find 
a practical use for their phallic¬ 
shaped trophy. 

But the real glory of The New 
Brothers of Essex is in several im¬ 
pressively sustained longer stories, 
ranging from an uncommon 22 
and 26 pages, to the book’s in¬ 
credible 40-page finale. These sto¬ 
ries glory in full and even double¬ 
page panels of IMAX-impact sex¬ 
uality, and scandalize with their 
depiction of extreme leathersex. 


Here are godlike men with gigan¬ 
tic cocks, wrapped in a fantastic 
array of leather fashion, their nip¬ 
ples distended with wrench-like 
clamps, and their heavy cocks 
sprouting foreboding metallic ap¬ 
purtenances that are scary, yet 
thrilling to behold. In these 
episodes, Belasco shows the devil¬ 
ishly inventive imagination of Eti¬ 
enne and A. Jay, presented in the 
SM-flavored style of The Hun, 
Matt, and Tom of Finland. It’s 
pretty hardcore stuff. 

Yet always festive. Belasco 
seems to have Mardi Gras in his 
blood — so that even a twisted tale 
of captivity and forced sexuality in 
a dungeon netherworld remains 
upbeat. I can imagine how deeply 
moving it might be for black read¬ 
ers to embrace Belasco’s art, which 
fiercely and lovingly portrays the 
sexual beauty of some mighty fine 
black men. But it’s just as sexy and 
joyous for the rest of us. Impor¬ 
tant? Sure. And really hot. T 


Fabulous fiction 


grossing heart of this fictional 
family, one that rings entirely true. 

Iris Jordan, Gummie to her 
grand and great granddaughters, 
is a formidable and appealing 
character. She named her daugh¬ 
ter Hester, after the character in 
The Scarlet Letter, hoping 
that “she would 
grow up to be a 
free thinker, as 
brave and uncon¬ 
ventional as Hester 
Prynne. Her middle 
name, Emma, 
was after Emma 
Golfiman, a free 
thinker — anar¬ 
chist, champion of birth control, 
suffragist, publisher.” To Iris’s 
great regret, Hester plans a life of 
utter conventionality, marrying 
“that odious man,” as Gummie 
calls him, who impregnates Hes¬ 
ter, cats around, and then disap¬ 
pears. Hester works at living an 
ordinary life, but when she ends 
up leading her granddaughter’s 
Girl Scout troop, she teaches the 
girls “to cook and sew and knit 
and build things. We made bird- 
houses and frames for photos of 
ourselves for Christmas that first 
year. ... One summer, we built a 
storage shed for one of the girls’ 
fathers because Gramma wanted 
us to learn that we could build 
houses, if we wanted.” 

Despite her mother’s naming 
fiasco, Hester hopes that naming 
her daughter Jane will help her to 
achieve the conventional life she 
wishes for her daughter. But Jane, 
Maddie’s mother, stands conven¬ 
tion on its head, bearing a child 
out of wedlock because she want¬ 
ed a baby, not a husband. Maddie 
comes into the world laden with 
the expectations that come from 
belonging to a family of well- 
known, or in Jane’s case, notori¬ 
ous, women. Her elders have 
much to teach Maddie, and their 
lessons are woven into the stories 
of childhood and the distant past 
with which they regale her, and us. 
Sometimes the lessons are so im¬ 
portant that they cannot be 
couched in metaphor, as when 
Gummie asserts urgently: “Life is 
not something that just happens 
to you. It’s something you choose. 
Every day, every hour, every 
minute.” 


Those Jordan Girls reminded 
me of To Kill a Mockingbird, al¬ 
though it’s not Southern, because 
Drury allows the narrative to 
move as slowly as necessary so her 
readers can have all the time they 
need to get to know these remark¬ 
able women. The writing is 
Drury’s best ever, I believe, and 
she captures the idiosyncracies of 
her characters with a deft touch 
and penetrating insight. Those Jor¬ 
dan Girls is a delightful novel, a 
pleasure to read and recommend.

One of these studies (START 1) was a multicenter, randomized, open-label 
study comparing ZERIT (40 mg BID) plus lamivudine plus indinavir to zidovudine 
plus lamivudine plus indinavir in 202 treatment-naive patients. Both regimens 
resulted in a similar magnitude of inhibition of HIV RNA levels and increases in CD4 
cell counts through 48 weeks. 

Monotherapy: The efficacy of ZERIT was demonstrated in a randomized, double¬ 
blind study (AI455-019, conducted 1992-1994) comparing ZERIT with zidovudine 
in 822 patients with a spectrum of HIV-related symptoms. The outcome in terms 
of progression of HIV disease and death was similar for both drugs. 

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

ZERIT is contraindicated in patients with clinically significant hypersensitivity to stavu¬ 
dine or to any of the components contained in the formulation. 

WARNINGS 

1. Lactic Acidosis/Severe Hepatomegaly with Steatosis: Lactic acidosis and 
severe hepatomegaly with steatosis, including fatal cases, have been reported 
with the use of nucleoside analogues alone or in combination, including stavu¬ 
dine and other antiretrovirals.

Peripheral neuropathy has occurred more frequently in patients with 
advanced HIV disease, a history of neuropathy, or concurrent neurotoxic drug 
therapy, including didanosine (see ADVERSE REACTIONS). 

PRECAUTIONS 

Information for Patients: Patients should be informed that an important toxicity of 
ZERIT is peripheral neuropathy. Patients should be aware that peripheral neuropathy 
is manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in hands or feet, and that these symp¬ 
toms should be reported to their physicians. Patients should be counseled that peripheral 
neuropathy occurs with greatest frequency in patients who have advanced HIV 
disease or a history of peripheral neuropathy, and that dose modification and/or discon¬ 
tinuation of ZERIT may be required if toxicity develops. 

Caregivers of young children receiving ZERIT therapy should be instructed 
regarding detection and reporting of peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be informed that when ZERIT is used in combination with other 
agents with similar toxicities, the incidence of adverse events may be higher than 
when ZERIT is used alone. These patients should be followed closely. 

Patients should be informed that ZERIT is not a cure for HIV infection, and that 
they may continue to acquire illnesses associated with HIV infection, including 
opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised to remain under the care of a 
physician when using ZERIT. They should be advised that ZERIT therapy has not 
been shown to reduce the risk of transmission of HIV to others through sexual contact 
or blood contamination.

Drug interactions: Zidovudine may competitively inhibit the intracellular phos¬ 
phorylation of stavudine. Therefore, use of zidovudine in combination with ZERIT 
is not recommended. (See CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY ) 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility: In 2-year carcino¬ 
genicity studies in mice and rats, stavudine was noncarcinogenic at doses which 
produced exposures (AUC) 39 and 163 times, respectively, human exposure at the 
recommended clinical dose. Benign and malignant liver tumors in mice and rats and 
malignant urinary bladder tumors in male rats occurred at levels of exposure 250 
(mice) and 732 (rats) times human exposure at the recommended clinical dose. 

Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, E. coli reverse mutation, or the 
CHO/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene mutation assays, with and without 
metabolic activation. Stavudine produced positive results in the in vitro human 
lymphocyte clastoqenesis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in the in vivo mouse 
micronucleus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency of chro¬ 
mosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations of 25 to 250 pg/mL, 
without metabolic activation) and increased the frequency of transformed foci in 
mouse fibroblast cells (concentrations of 25 to 2500 pg/mL, with and without 
metabolic activation). In the in vivo micronucleus assay, stavudine was clasto- 
genic in bone marrow cells following oral stavudine administration to mice at 
dosages of 600 to 2000 mg/kg/day for 3 days. 

No evidence of impaired fertility was seen in rats with exposures (based on 
C max ) up to 216 times that observed following a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day. 

Pregnancy: Pregnancy “Category C”. Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on C ma x) up to 399 and 183 times, 
respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day and have revealed no 
evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fetuses of a common skeletal variation, 
unossified or incomplete ossification of stemebra, was increased in rats at 399 times 
human exposure, while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A 
slight post-implantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure with 
no effect noted at approximately 135 times the human exposure. An increase in early 
rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days of age) occurred at 399 times the human expo¬ 
sure, while survival of neonates was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human 
exposure. A study in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through 
the placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half the 
concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and well-controlled 
studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction studies are not always 
predictive of human response, stavudine should be used during pregnancy only if 
clearly needed. 

Antiretroviral Pregnancy Registry: To monitor maternal-fetal outcomes of preg¬ 
nant women exposed to stavudine and other antiretroviral agents, an Antiretroviral 
Pregnancy Registry has been established. Physicians are encouraged to register patients 
by calling (800) 258-4263. 

Nursing Mothers: Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is 
excreted in milk. Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in nursing infants. 
Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing if they are receiving stavudine. 
This instruction is consistent with the Centers for Disease Control recommenda¬ 
tion that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their infants to avoid risking postnatal 
transmission of HIV infection. 

Pediatric Use: Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence 
from adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with additional phar¬ 
macokinetic and safety data in pediatric patients. 

Adverse events that were reported to occur in 105 pediatric patients receiving 


ZERIT (stavudine) 2 mg/kg/day for a median of 6.4 months in study ACTG 240 were 
generally similar to those reported in adults. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV-infected pediatric patients 
ranging in age from 5 weeks to 15 years and in weight from 2 to 43 kg after I.V. 
or oral administration of single doses and BID regimens (see CLINICAL PHAR¬ 
MACOLOGY, Table 1 in full prescribing information). 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Adults: ZERIT therapy has been associated with peripheral neuropathy, which can 
be severe, is dose related, and occurs more frequently in patients being treated with 
neurotoxic drug therapy, including didanosine, in patients with advanced HIV infec¬ 
tion, or in patients who have previously experienced peripheral neuropathy. 

Patients should be monitored for the development of neuropathy, which is 
usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain in the feet or hands. Stavudine- 
related peripheral neuropathy may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. In some 
cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the dose (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). If neuropathy recurs after 
resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of ZERIT should be considered. 

When ZERIT is usea in combination with other agents with similar toxicities, the 
incidence of adverse events may be higher than when ZERIT is used alone. Patients 
treated with ZERIT in combination with didanosine may be at increased risk for adverse

Observed During Clinical Practice: The following events have been identified during 
post-approval use of ZERIT (stavudine). Because they are reported voluntarily 
from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These 
events have been chosen for inclusion due to their seriousness, frequency of 
reporting, causal connection to ZERIT, or a combination of these factors. 

Body as a Whole- abdominal pain, allergic reaction, and chills/fever. 

Digestive Disorders- anorexia. 

Hematologic Disorders- anemia, leukopenia, and thrombocytopenia. 

Liver- lactic acidosis and hepatic steatosis (see WARNINGS), hepatitis and 
liver failure. 

Musculoskeletal- myalgia. 

Nervous- insomnia. 

Pediatric Patients: Adverse reactions and serious laboratory abnormalities in pedi¬ 
atric patients were similar in type and frequency to those seen in adult patients. 

OVERDOSAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommended daily dosage 
revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic overdosage include peripheral 
neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. Stavudine can be removed by hemodialysis; the 
mean ± SD hemodialysis clearance of stavudine is 120 ± 18 mL/min. Whether 
stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis has not been studied. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The interval between doses of ZERIT should be 12 hours. ZERIT may be taken 
without regard to meals. 

Adults: The recommended dose based on body weight is as follows: 

40 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

30 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

Pediatrics: The recommended dose for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 
kg is 1 mg/kg/dose, given every 12 hours. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater 
should receive the recommended adult dosage. 

Dosage Adjustment: Patients should be monitored for the development of 
peripheral neuropathy, which is usually manifested by numbness, tingling, or pain 
in the feet or hands. These symptoms may be difficult to detect in young children 
(see WARNINGS). If these symptoms develop during treatment, stavudine therapy 
should be interrupted. Symptoms may resolve if therapy is withdrawn promptly. 
In some cases, symptoms may worsen temporarily following discontinuation of therapy. 
If symptoms resolve completely, patients may tolerate resumption of treatment at 
one-half the recommended dose. 

20 mg twice daily for patients >60 kg. 

15 mg twice daily for patients <60 kg. 

If neuropathy recurs after resumption of ZERIT, permanent discontinuation of 
ZERIT should be considered. 

Renal Impairment- ZERIT may be administered to adult patients with impaired 
renal function with adjustment in dose as shown in Table 6.

Since urinary excretion is also a major route of elimination of stavudine in pedi¬ 
atric patients, the clearance of stavudine may be altered in children with renal 
impairment. Although there are insufficient data to recommend a specific dose 
adjustment of ZERIT in this patient population, a reduction in the dose and/or an 
increase in the interval between doses should be considered. 

Hemodialysis Patients- The recommended dose is 20 mg every 24 hours 
(>60 kg) or 15 mg every 24 hours (<60 kg), administered after the completion 
of hemodialysis and at the same time of day on non-dialysis days. 

Method of Preparation: 

ZERIT (stavudine) for Oral Solution 

Prior to dispensing, the pharmacist must constitute the dry powder with puri¬ 
fied water to a concentration of 1 mg stavudine per mL of solution, as follows: 

1. Add 202 mL of purified water to the container. 

2. Shake container vigorously until the powder dissolves completely. Constitution 
in this way produces 200 mL (deliverable volume) of 1 mg/mL stavudine solution. 
The solution may appear slightly hazy. 

3. Dispense solution in original container with measuring cup provided. Instruct 
patient to shake the container vigorously prior to measuring each dose and to 
store the tightly closed container in a refrigerator, 36° to 46°F (2° to 8°C). Discard 
any unused portion after 30 days.

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Celebrating Bernstein

Bernstein Live 
New York Philharmonic 
Special Editions, $195 

A s the year 2000 draws to a 
close, so does the 10th an¬ 
niversary of the death of 
conductor/composer Leonard 
Bernstein. As a lasting memorial, 
the New York Philharmonic has 
recently issued a 10-CD set of 
never-before-released live Bern¬ 
stein performances, mostly culled 
from concerts broadcast during 
Lenny’s 1958-1969 tenure as the 
NYP’s Music Director. While the 
“live” aspect is not unique — most 
of Bernstein’s commercial perfor¬ 
mances were recorded before live 
audiences — the breadth of reper¬ 
toire and quality of musicianship 
greatly expand our understanding 
of Bernstein’s greatness. 

Since Bernstein commercially 
recorded all of Mahler’s and most 
of his own compositions, many 
twice, additional interpretations 
of those works are not included. 
Instead, we have such gems as 
Vladimir Ashkenazy’s stunning 
1958 New York Philharmonic 
debut in Prokofiev’s Piano Con¬ 
certo No. 2 in G minor, Op. 16, 
predating Ashkenazy’s 1970s com¬ 
mercial account with Previn. 
Equally arresting is Bernstein con¬ 
ducting soprano Eileen Farrell as 
Briinnhilde in 80 minutes of leg¬ 
endary scenes from Wagner’s Got- 
terdammerung (with the Siegfried 
of tenor Jess Thomas sounding 
better as the music progresses). In 
1970, the 50-year-old Farrell was 
a wee bit past her peak — her very 
top, pushed to its limits, sounds a 
mite edgy — but her combination 
of heart, passionate sensuality and 
tonal splendor sets her apart from 
those two other supreme 
Briinnhildes of the recorded era, 
Birgit Nilsson and Kirsten 
Flagstad. Farrell’s gorgeous voice, 
magnificently supported by Bern¬ 
stein’s glorious, at times orgasmic 
conducting, makes their Gotter- 
dammerung, quite literally, a per¬ 
formance to die for. 

In a liner note interview, Farrell 
explains that “with Lenny, there 
was very little change from re¬ 
hearsal to performance. He made 
everything quite clear, and we did 
exactly as he told us to do. There 
was no such thing as, ‘Now, you

the same time.” 

Leaving home 

Cook grew up in Atlanta in the 
1930s feeling like an outsider. “I 
felt so out of place in my home¬ 
town,” she said. “I used to think it 
was me. And I realized after I 
came to New York that it was At¬ 
lanta.” 

Cook was 20 when she and her 
mother headed for New York for 
what was ostensibly a two-week 
visit. “But I just packed everything 
I owned,” she said. “And I said, 
‘Mom, I’m not coming back.’ It 
must have been very hard for her, 
because my mother and father 
were divorced and I was an only 
child. But it was just something I 
knew I had to do.” 

She supported herself as a sta¬ 
tistical typist while making the au¬ 
ditions rounds. “I just typed 
columns of numbers all day,” she 
said. “It was not fun.” 

But three years after arriving 
from Atlanta, Cook landed her 
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verse seem so off-kilter. 

Copland is also represented by 
his wild Dance Symphony, an early 
work whose finale’s offbeat and 
multiple rhythms were written 
under the influence of Stravin¬ 
sky’s ballets and the general back¬ 
ground of ragtime and jazz. Other 
20th-century composers include 
Britten, Barber, Virgil Thomson, 
Foss, Webern, Hindemith, 
Schedrin, Stravinsky, Markevitch 
(his rarely encountered Icare ), 
Henze, Xenakis, Brant, Ruggles, 
Varese and Boulez. Those hunger¬ 
ing for more 20th Century fare are 
referred to the Philharmonic’s 
American Celebration box set. 

More highlights include Wil¬ 
helm Kempff’s 1966 Beethoven 
Piano Concerto No. 3 in C minor, 
Op. 37; Jacqueline du Pre’s 1967 
Schumann Cello Concerto in A 
minor, Op. 129, sounding quite 
different from her commercial 
recording with Daniel Barenboim; 
Lazar Berman’s superb Rach¬ 
maninoff Piano Concerto No. 3 in 
D minor, Op. 30; and Maynard 
Ferguson’s screaming trumpet in 
William Russo’s knockout Sym¬ 
phony No. 2 in C major, Op. 32. 
There’s also a zippy 1959 perfor¬ 
mance of Beethoven’s Triple Con¬ 
certo, featuring Bernstein on 
piano. That same year, Bernstein 
on harpsichord joins fellow gay 
composer John Corigliano on vi¬ 
olin, and Laszlo Varga on cello in 
Bach’s Brandenburg Concerto No. 
5 in D major. 

Not every performance is ideal. 
The 1951 World Premiere of 
Charles Ives’ Symphony No. 2, ex¬ 
ecuted years before Lenny gained 


the ability to hire and fire orches¬ 
tra players, is bettered by Bern¬ 
stein’s two later commercial per¬ 
formances. Nor is the Mozart all 
one would wish. The Overture to 
The Magic Flute could be lighter, 
while the Andante to Mozart’s 
Piano Concerto No. 23 in A 
major, K. 488 lacks poetry, Bern¬ 
stein beating a faster tempo than 
that which pianist Byron Janis 
chooses to open the movement. 
But so much here is either so great 
or so rare, or both, as to make the 
set invaluable. 

In mostly good sound, this 
perfect Xmas gift, which includes 
486 pages of notes and photos, is 
available only from Tower Records 
or the New York Philharmonic. ▼

watch me and follow,’ as there was 
with some conductors. We worked 
out everything at rehearsal, and 
that’s how we did it at the concert.” 

Break of dawn 

Such clarity and control are 
apparent in the opening Dawn se¬ 
quence of Gotterdammerungs 
Prologue, in which Bernstein 
achieves a positively magical effect 
as the sun rises above the horizon. 
Seventeen years later, in his live 
DG recording of Mahler’s Sym¬ 
phony No. 2, he exhibits a similar 
mastery in the final movement, 
especially in the last bars, when he 
holds the orchestra at a point of 
extreme tension and then allows it 
to explode into transcendent exal¬ 
tation. Though Lenny could be 
excessive at times, especially in his 
later years, when the combination 
of cigarettes, alcohol, drugs, ego 
and declining health left their 
mark on his music, he had a spe¬ 
cial understanding of certain 
composers and pieces of music 
that made for greatness. 

Disc 9 contains almost 80 min¬ 
utes of 20th-century works, each 
prefaced by Bernstein’s literate 
comments to his audience. The 
first selection, Aaron Copland’s 
An Outdoor Overture from a 1960 
Young People’s Concert, lets us 
hear how wonderful Lenny was 


first Broadway show, an odd and 
whimsical musical called Flahoo- 
ley. It lasted only eight weeks, but 
Cook was noticed. She worked 
steadily from then on, creating 
roles on Broadway in Plain and 
Fancy, Candide, The Music Man, 
and She Loves Me. The Grass Harp, 
which had a short run in 1971, 
was her last Broadway musical. 

“I miss the theater to a certain 
extent,” she said. “I love what I’m 
doing now, but I think being in a 
book show uses more of me than 
cabaret or concerts.

It took decades, Cook said, for 
her to come to terms with her own 
worth. “I’m still working on it,” 
she said. “Of course I know I’m 
very good at what I do, and I know 
that I can reach people in pro¬ 
found ways. But I tend not to 
throw my weight around, if you 
know what I mean.” ▼

N ew and original winter hol¬ 
iday music seems to be in 
short supply. Not that 
there’s anything wrong with the 
traditional tunes we’ve been 
singing from one year to the next. 
If they were good enough for our 
ancestors, they’re good enough for 
us! The trick for a singer, of 
course, is to make the old songs 
sound as good as new. Last year, 
Jewel attempted to do that with 
mixed results. 

As someone who is on a never- 
ending quest for the unusual and 
the obscure when it comes to 
music, especially holiday music, 
my favorite Christmas album of 
the year would have to be Joyeux 
Mutato (Rhino/Mutato Muzika) 
by Mark Mothersbaugh. You may 
recognize Mothersbaugh’s name 
from his years as a founding 
member of Devo, or from the 
soundtracks he has composed for 
several movies and television 
shows (including The Rugrats). In 
the liner notes, Mothersbaugh 
writes, “This album is for anyone 
who has ever been traumatized by 
the Christmas season and is in¬ 
tended to provide solace and shel¬ 
ter from the ensuing onslaught of 
overheated holiday situations.” 
How thoughtful. Original elec¬ 
tronic instrumental numbers such 
as “Blue Joy,” “Midnight Wind-Up 
Toy,” “Bell Boy,” “Only 12 Shop¬ 
ping Days Left,” “Peace and Good-

To reach over slowly... and touch 
his thigh... to masturbate him 
right then and there during an old 
American movie, to see how he 
would ejaculate, and then leave 
before the movie ended.” 

Schnabel resembles a latter-day 
Friar Tuck who’s taken a solemn 
vow never to turn off his cell 
phone. My questions about just 
how much sex made it into his 
movie were interrupted not once 
but twice by an incoming call 
from some mysterious Australian. 
Schnabel was not in the least bit 
contrite. “I remember your ques¬ 
tion. I don’t know if he had sex 
with 5,000 guys or not, because I 
wasn’t there. But he did write, 
while in prison (and I wasn’t 
there, either), that he abstained 
from sex because sex without free¬ 
dom was humiliating. Reinaldo 
equated sex with freedom. He had 
what Cabrera Infante called ‘pan¬ 
sexuality.’ I mean, this guy had sex 
with trees, dirt, the rivers, rain. He 
was like Walt Whitman in that he 
was one with nature. Early in the 
film, my son Vito plays Reinaldo 
as a teenager, and there’s a scene 
where he’s in the woods looking at 
these men swimming naked in a 
river. You can see that he’s fasci¬ 
nated by the way their bodies 
look, that it’s a big deal to him.” 

Schnabel warms a bit to my 
question about Johnny Depp’s 
daring cameos as the lascivious 
prison prostitute Bon Bon, and as 
the sadistic secret police torturer, 
the dapper Lieutenant Victor, who 
makes a big show of stroking his 
dick during their sessions. “The 
fact is that the person who is his 
vision of beauty and also the 
smuggler of his work to freedom 
is also the instrument of his tor¬ 
ture, the foot on the back of his 
neck. Reinaldo wrote that one 


will” and “Let There Be Snow” are 
winter wonderful. 

For the last couple of winter 
holiday seasons, uber-diva Linda 
Eder has released singles that 
brought much holiday cheer to her 
fans, but left the lingering question 
of when we might expect a full- 
length album of this type of music.

character could be three different 
people, and sometimes a man' 
could be a woman.

The fact that Reinaldo 
would get in trouble immediately 
after this smuggling thing with 
Bon Bon makes you think that 
maybe Bon Bon and Lieutenant 
Victor had something to do with 
each other.” 

On Depp: “He looked like 
Monica Vitti when he had the 
blonde wig on. With the red wig, 
like Sophia Loren.” 

Free spirit 

Javier Bardem, who plays 
Reinaldo and is starting to rack up 
major critics’ awards for a seam¬ 
less portrayal of a free spirit, says, 
“I come from Spain. We like sex. I 
don’t like men, I like women, but 
we like sex, we are free in that 
sense.” Bardem says the only real¬ 
ly difficult time for him came the 
last day of shooting, when he had 
to play Arenas dying of AIDS in a 
New York walkup apartment. “I 
haven’t known anybody who died 
of AIDS, so I asked two persons 
who were already sick, but then I 
changed my mind, because I 
wanted to show respect for them. 
It’s not fair, not for any movie, to 
go to a person who is dying, to 
watch his face, his behavior. I did 
not want to violate the privacy of 
the people they told me to go see.” 

Bardem found a solution by 
renting Silverlake Life: The View 
From Here, a 1993 documentary 
in which a gay couple films their 
odyssey with the disease. “It was 
so hard, that movie about a cou- 


“Ave Maria” and a gospel-inflected 
“O Holy Night” are done in tradi¬ 
tional versions. Jazzy versions of 
“Here Comes Santa Claus”/”Santa 
Claus Is Coming to Town” (Man¬ 
hattan, apparently, judging by the 
vamps from “New York, New 
York” and “Rhapsody In Blue”) 
and “The Christmas Medley” (“I’ll 
Be Home for Christmas,” “Let It 
Snow,” “Silver and Gold”) should 
be considered gifts to that sector of 
her fan base. More exotic versions 
of songs such as “Little Drummer 
Boy” and “Do You Hear What I 
Hear” show that Eder respects the 
material and is also willing to take 
rewarding risks with it. 

Church music 

Young opera singer Charlotte 
Church, the Christina Aguilera of 
the classical set, also chimes in 
with Dream a Dream (Sony Clas¬ 
sical), an album of Christmas car¬ 
ols. The real appeal of this album 
depends on how you feel about 
opera. As a gay man who can hon¬ 
estly say that he doesn’t like opera 
in the least, I am pleased to report 
that this album was both a pleas¬ 
ant surprise and a welcome addi¬ 
tion to the seemingly endless sup¬ 
ply of holiday music available for 
your Christmas party. Although 
some songs sound silly sung in 
Church’s soprano register (just lis¬ 
ten to “The Christmas Song”), her 
appropriately respectful versions 
of “The Little Drummer Boy,” 
“The Coventry Carol (Lully Lul- 
lay),” “Joy to the World,” “Ave 


pie [filming] each other. All the 
work I did [playing the dying 
Reinaldo] was based on that. I saw 
it three times. I almost died 
watching it.” 

Schnabel delivers his curtain 
line for media gigs: a quote from 
Arenas illustrating the ironies of 
going from being fucked over by 
Castro to being fucked over in 
New York by dying of AIDS with¬ 
out insurance. “At least he got to 
speak his mind [in NY]. I think he 
didn’t know he was broke until he 
had to deal with capitalism. He 
said, ‘The difference between the 
communist system and the capi¬ 
talist system is that in the com¬ 
munist system when they give you 
a kick in the ass you have to ap¬ 
plaud, but in the capitalist system 
you can scream.’” 

As Schnabel and Bardem pre¬ 
pare to depart, I throw out one 
last question: about the small 
cameo by Sean Penn as a Cuban 
peasant who gives the young 
Reinaldo a ride to the Revolution. 
Schnabel puffs up, “Sean’s a good 
friend of mine, and he wanted to 
support this project. He loved the 
script, but he didn’t have much 
time, so he flew down to Mexico 
for a day.” 

Bardem pipes in, “He saw the 
movie, yesterday.” Schnabel 
beams. “Yeah, he thought it was 
one of the best films he’s ever 
seen, or certainly one of the best 
films in the last 10 years. He said 
Javier was one of the best actors 
walking on the planet.” 

Bardem laughs, “Which for me 
is like hearing from an apostle of 
God. God is A1 Pacino, Sean Penn 
is an apostle who reached me with 
his hand.” 

The director pauses to put his 
Schnabel on a picture he hates, 
one that makes him look like a fat 
friar who’s being punished by 
God. Whipping out a felt pen, he 
draws himself the wings of an 
angel. ▼
